ernment that is more effective and re- 
sonsive to our people's needs."

HE ALSO URGED the elimination 


of 19 water resources projects across 
the nation, including one in his home 
state of Georgia, at a savings of $289 
million. 


The plan contained $8 billion to pay 


for the President's previously an- 
nounced economic stimulus program, 
wliich includes $50 per person rebates 
for taxpayers this spring.

promised Congress would undertake a 
"complete review" of Carter's pack- 
age but predicted "we will be within a 
ballpark figure of what the President 
recommended." 


In the energy field, Carter shifted 


the emphasis of previous adminis- 
trations from long-range goals, such 
as construction of nuclear breeder re- 
actors to short-term needs such as 
conservation and storage of petro- 
leum.

Helping was 
important to 
stab suspect

Larry Stotts liked to feel important. He did it by helping people 


and animals. 


In fact the 19-year-old resident of 1701 Dennis Ln., Mount Pros- 


pect, received a commendation in July 1974 from Mount Prospect 
Police Chief Ralph J. Doney for "alert action" in saving the life of 
a man who had fallen into a plate glass window outside his home 
on Judith Ann Drive. 


In his underwear one night, Larry ran from his home to the 


man's side, preventing him from bleeding to death by wrapping 
his arm in towels and calling police. 


Larry Stotts placed another call to police Sunday — a call that 


led to his arrest for the stabbing murder of a Mount Prospect 
store clerk. 


LARRY LIKED to help. It made him feel like someone special. 


That's why he stayed around the Mount Prospect police station for 
29 hours Sunday and Monday. He thought he was helping the 
police, his father. Robert Stotts, said. 


But at 4:45 p.m. Monday, Larry Stotts was arrested and charged 


with the stabbing death of Nargis Alvi. 27, wife of the owner of the 
K&G Food Mart, 1760 Algonquin Rd., Mount Prospect. 


Mrs. Alvi, 395 Hawthorn Ct., was filling in for an ill ckrk Sun- 


day when she was stabbed twice in the chest. 


Larry Stotts. who lives two blocks from the store, will appear at 


1:30 p.m. today for a preliminary hearing in the Mount Prospect 
branch of Cook County Circuit Court. 


POLICE SAY Larry stabbed Mrs. Alvi, mother of a nine-month- 


old child. The woman's body was found in a walk-in storage cool- 
er. Police say Larry called the authorities and reported finding a 
body. 


But Robert Stotts says his son told him a different story Monday

Work with animals good 
for soul, bad for wallet

"If I were selling dirty books I 


probably could make millions. But 
I try to help animals, and I don't 
make anything." 


Such is the plight of Bob Frank 


and his Society of St. Francis. A 
year and a half after chucking his 
$18,000-a-year job and founding 
the humane society, Frank, a 
dog's best friend, is broke. 


First came the second mortgage 


on his home, 400 Milburn Ave., 
Mount Prospect. Then he mort- 
gaged his car. Frank, 42, says his 
next loss will be the family heir- 
loom inherited from his mother — 
a diamond ring which soon will be 
pawned in exchange for another 
month's food or a new suit. 


"My wife (Pat) works part-time 


in a restaurant. That supplies the 
food," Frank said. "But other 
than that, forget it. I've borrowed 
on everything I own." The Franks 
have no other souce of income. 


WHEN HE ABANDONED his 


job as an auditor for the U. S. 
Dept. of Agriculture in August 
1975 to champion the cause for his 
a n i m a l friends, Frank never 
dreamed he eventually would find 
himself 
drowning 
in 
financial 


straits. Now, he says, if he is not 
deluged with donations within the 
next couple of months, St. Francis 
will fold and he will be combing 
the streets for employment. 


"I haven't had a paycheck in a 


year and a half. But I'm not look- 


ing forward to finding a new job," 
Frank said. "I'd rather work with 
animals. There's a tremendous 
amount of accomplishment when 
you save an animal from dying." 


Frank never asks the owner of 


a pet to reimburse him for return- 
ing a lost animal. The pledges and 
promises are plentiful, he says, 
but few are kept. "People have 
lost their sense of feeling," he 
said. "It's all what they can get 
out of life, not what they can give 
life. If 1 per cent of the people in 
Cook County supported animals, 
the humane societies would be 
able to do a helluva lot better 
job."

The 91-year-old Lady Churchill, who 


must spend all of her weekly pension 
to pay for one night for a required 
nurse, is selling some of her heir- 
looms, including some of her late hus- 
band's oil paintings, to help pay her 
living costs. 


Convervative Party members of 


parliament 
Monday suggested 
the 


government should amend a 
five- 


year-old law giving pensions to wid- 
ows of prime ministers and other gov- 
ernment officials. 


BRITAIN'S WARTIME prime min- 


ister died in 1964 and the law was not 
retroactive, 
thus 
excluding 
Lady 


Churchill from receiving any more 
than the S26 a week national pension 
for all widows. 


In a statement 
Tuesday, Lady 


Churchill, who traveled 
throughout 


bombed areas during World War II 


giving encouragement to victims of 
Nazi bombs and collected donations to 
help them rebuild their homes, said 
she appreciated the motives which 
prompted individuals to make sugges- 
tions concerning her welfare. 


But she said she would "greatly 


deplore any idea that either special 
legislation or an appeal should be in- 
itiated on my behalf." . 


She said she was content with her 


state retirement pension of $26 a 
week, her only income apart from Sir 
Winston's legacy. 


CHURCHILL LEFT an estate of 


$638,000, of which $261,600 went in in- 
heritance taxes. A third of the re- 
mainder went to Lady Churchill. 


Sir Winston made a fortune from 


his books. But family sources said 
large advances against royalties were 
made to him during his lifetime and 
the royalties in recent years had 
dropped off. 


Lady Churchill's grandson Winston, 


like his grandfather a member of par- 
liament, said, "Her rent has more 
than doubled and on top of that she 
now has to pay for nursing. The cost 


of a nurse for one night takes the 
whole of her week's retirement pen- 
sion." 


Lady Churchill sold some of her an- 


tique furniture and silver during re- 


cent months. On March 4. five of her 
paintings, deluding two Sir Winston 
painted in France in the 1920s, will be 
auctioned by Christie's art auction 
house.

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Panel orders new nuclear plant security 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The nuce- 


ear Regulatory Commission unveiled 
orders Tuesday for every United 
States atomic power plant to hire 
more guards, 
install 
surveillance 


equipment and take other new mea- 
sures to thwart armed sabotage at- 
tempts. 


A senior agency official estimated 


the beefed-up security wilt cost each 
of the nation's 69 licensed or antici- 
pated plants about S2 million. He said 
any plant that does not comply will be 
shut down. 


Under the new order, utility com- 


panies must be able to transform 
their nuclear plants into fortresses ca- 
pable of standing off attack by "sev- 
eral" dedicated terrorists with mili- 
tary training and automatic weapons. 


PLANT GUARDS and "armed re- 


sponse 
force personnel" — tech- 


nicians selected to become defenders 
in event of a sabotage attempt — 
would be authorized to shoot to kill if 
necessary. Weapons for plant defense 
would range up to semi-automatic 
rifles. 


Benard Rusche, the commission's 


reactor regulations chief, said the in- 
tensified security is considered neces- 
sary to keep terrorists from getting 
into atomic power plants and blowing 
up reactors. 


"There is no indication of any 


threat to nuclear facilities," Rusche 
said. "However, there has been a gen- 
eral increase in terrorism around the 
world." 


Rusche said since 1969 there have 


been 170 apparent sabotage efforts — 


none successful — against United 
States nuclear plants. He said there 
were 68 such incidents in 1976. 


"Every station, every plant, when it 


meets these new rules, will be better 
protected against the threat of sabo- 
tage than it is today," Rusche said. 


Once the new rules are published in 


the Federal Register, probably Fri- 
day, each plant will have 90 days to 
hire more guards and prepare an im- 
proved security plan.They will have 
540 days to install such exotic equip- 
ment as motion sensors and to errect 


barricades at vital entrances. 


Rusche said the average nuclear 


plant has three guards, armed with 
pistols or shotguns, and spends about 
$500,000 per year on security. The new 
rules caU for an average of 10 defend- 
ers, at least half of them uniformed 
guards, and will increase security 
spending to between $1-2 million per 
year.

Amin of Uganda has 
begun a purge of thousands of pre- 
dominantly Christian Langi and Ach- 
ole tribesmen in the army, air force, 
police and prison service, refugees 
who fled Uganda said Tuesday. 


The refugees said thousands of the 


tribesmen have been massacred and 
hundreds of students of those tribes 
arrested in Kampala and that Amin 
was replacing the Christians in the 
armed forces with Moslems and Suda- 
nese loyal to himself. 


Amin Is a Moslem who often de- 


fends his actions by saying he has re- 
ceived Instructions from God,

Uganda radio also broadcast 
a 


warning from Amin to Tanzania, Ken- 
ya and Zambia that he could counter 
any threat from his East African 
neighbors in "less than one hour." 


The refugees, fleeing from what 


church leaders feared might be a 


pogrom against Christians following 
the suspicious killing of an Anglican 
archbishop and two cabinet ministers 
last week, said Ugandan troops loyal 
to Amin and rounding up Christian 
elements in the military and police 
"all over Uganda." 


"Orders have been given for all 


Langi and Achole in the army, air 
force, and police throughout Uganda 
to be liquidated," one refugee, who 
asked not to be named, said. Other 
refugees arriving in Kenya and Tan- 
zania Tuesday told similar stories. 


THE LANGI and Achole tribes are 


almost exclusively Christian, as are 
about half of Uganda's 11.7 million 
population. 


The refugees said those arrested in 


the Ugandan capital of Kampala, are 
being taken to a military barracks at 


Mubende, 105 miles to the west or to 
a military trailing center at Ka- 
bamba, 35 miles south of Mubende. 


"On arrival they re being imme- 


diately killed," a refugee said. 


The refugees said other killings are 


taking place at barracks in Masaka, 


Mbarara, Fort Portal, Kabale, Ka- 
rese, Hoima and Masindi. 


THEY SAID that on Monday a 


group of 700 sokfiers and policemen 
were arrested in Kampala and taken 
to Mubende where they were mas- 
sacred.

Security set 
in Illinois 
by Edison 


Commonwealth Edison Co., which 


operates three nuclear power plants 
in Illinois and has three more under 
construction, already enforces several 
of the new security measures at its 
power stations, said a company 
spokesman. 


But other changes will have to be 


made after the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission publishes the new rules. 


"In general, our stations have 


adopted many of the security stan- 
dards which were set up originally as 
a voluntary standard," said Jerry 
Stanbrough, director of nuclear infor- 
mation ofr Edison. "It sounds like the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission is 
making the suggested standards man- 
datory." 


FOR EXAMPLE, he said, more 


than three armed guards work at Edi- 
son's plants and employes are re- 
quired to wear photo identification 
badges. 


Edison now operates nuclear power 


plants in Dresden, near Morris; at the 
Quad Cities on the Mississippi River; 
and at Zion on Lake Michigan north of 
Chicago. Plants are being built in La- 
Salle County near Seneca; near Byron 
south of Rockford and at Braidwood 
south of Joliet. A seventh plant near 
Savanna also is planned. 


Stanbrough said Edison will not 


know how much new security will cost 
the company until it has studied the 
regulations but the $l-$2 million per 
plant estimate of the Nuclear Regu- 
latory Commission is "within the 
realm of possibility." 


Edison endorses all "reasonable" 


protection against terrorist attacks at 
nuclear plants, Stanbrough said. "But 
obviously you can go overboard — put 
up three and four fences, have rabid 
dogs and machine gun towers," he 
said.

There 
also would be reductions in missile 
and fighter jet programs. 


Carter's revisions raised the budget 


to S459.4 billion for the fiscal year be- 
ginning Oct. 1, The increase over 
Ford's $440 billion budget would hike 
the federal deficit to $57,7 billion - 
$10.7 billion more than Ford's plan. 


Despite the changes, Carter and 


Budget Director Bert Lance stressed 
that the package still was mostly 
Ford's work. 


"The 1978 budget is essentially still 


President Ford's budget," Carter said 
as he signed the document and sent it 
to Capitol Hill. "I think it's a good 
improvement on the previous budg- 
et." 


HOWEVER, some Republican con- 


gressional leaders were critical of the 
cut in defense spending. 


Howard Baker, the Senate GOP 


leader, said defense reductions could 
be "one of the big issues." 


Sen. John Tower, R-Tex., ranking 


GOP member of the Armed Services 
Committee, said the defense proposals 


amounted to cutting away "muscle 
rather than fat." 


"Now is not the time to take unnec- 


essary risks with the security of the 
United Stattes," he said. 


Clearly, much of the emphasis in 


the Carter plan was centered on so- 
cial programs. 


HEW Sec. Joseph Califano said the 


size of tte ceiling on hospital costs 
was "negotiable," although the budg- 
et message to Congress mentioned a 9 
per cent annual increase as the lid.

Frank could not even 
scrounge up enough money to get 
him to California earlier this 
month for his only son's wedding. 
He has never met his daughter-in- 
daughter-in-law. He is not opti- 
mistic. 


"I don't have money to put gas 


in my car," he said. "I used to 
buy a car every three years. I've 
had the same car now for five 
years and I owe more on it than 
it's worth." 


Frank says there .is one dog for 


every six residents of Cook Coun- 
ty. Last year, he returne more 
than 600 lost pets to their owners. 
But 
nearly 
350,000 unclaimed 


strays in the county are killed ev- 
ery year. Frank said he is barely 
paying bills for about 17 dogs 
being treated in animal hospitals 
throughout Chicago. 


"IN ORDER FOR ME to house 


all of the strays in Cook County, 
I'd need a shelter as large as 
Mount Prospect," he said. "I 
can't figure out people. They're 
always squawking about humane 
societies but they're not doing 
anything about it. I honestly think 


people think humane socieities 
are supported by the government. 
And they're not." 
Frank usually fetches strays after 
receiving tips over the St. Francis 
hotline, 259-6680. He said he gets 
between 50 and 100 calls a day. 
But occasionally he picks up the 
wandering tail waggers at large. 
"I don't even have any hospital 
insurance," he said. "How many 
people are willing to risk their 
lives with the fear of getting 
bitten like hat?" 


He says he is not starving. He 


says the animals eat well and 
have the best possible veterinary 
care. But the man and his dogs 
cannot survive much longer being 
dependent on the local savings 
and loan association, and dodging 
the property repossessors.

Opponents of proposed death penalty legislation spent nearly 


four hours before a House committee Tuesday, telling of the use- 
lessness and moral injustice of capital punishment. The House 
Judiciary II Committee, which heard testimony from proponents 
last week, delaved a vote on three death penalty bills until next 
week at the earliest. American Civil Liberties Union lawyer Will- 
ard Lassers, representing the 50-member Illinois Coalition Against 
the Death Penalty, said prisoners on death row in states with a 
death penalty are "colonies of the living dead," because they do 
no work and "rot in jail " 


He said the present prison and parole system is better than 


capital punishment because the possibility of parole induces pris- 
oners not to commit a second crime, lie also cited the case of 
Utah's Gary Gilmore, who was sentenced to die and hastened his 
death by turning down movements to appeal his conviction Las- 
sers said the death penalty may lead some suicidal persons to kill 
others so the state would execute them.

Almost a year ago, Wheeling TOM n- 


ship Dist. 21 was in an uproar. With a 
$l million budget deficit predicted for 
this year, hundreds of teachers and 
residents jammed board of education 
meetings to protest the firing of 60 
teachers and other cutbacks. 


Now, as the district begins its budg- 


et planning for the 1977-78 school 
year, administrators give a tentative- 
ly good forecast for the district's fi- 
nancial condition. 


No teacher cutbacks are expected 


and other large budget cuts experi- 
enced last year also will be avoided, 
school officials also say it may be pos- 
sible'to restore some items cut last 
spring. 


"I think we're in fairly good shape 


for the moment," Supl. Kenneth Gill 
said. He said, however, the district's 
budget plans for next year are tenta- 
tive because the administration can 
only "make an educated guess as far 
as what our resources will be." 


LAST YEAR'S predicted deficit led 


to the elimination of 50 full-time 
teaching positions and prompted a 
confrontation between the board and 
teachers' 
union 
about 
the 
inter- 


pretation of the district's budget fig- 
ures. 


Many of the fired teachers were re- 


hired this year because of attrition. 
About 10 teaching 
positions were 


reinstated this fall when additional 
state aid and budget money became 
available. 


John Barger, associate superintend- 


ent, said although the district's spend- 
ing next year is expected to exceed its 
income there is a sufficient cash bal- 
ance to cover a deficit. 


"We are not planning any teacher 


cutbacks." Barger said. He said en- 
rollment will drop in some schools but 
teachers will be transferred to other 
schools in Dist. 21. 


IN THE 1977-78 school year the ra- 


tio of teachers to students will remain 
the same as this year, Barger said. In 
elementary schools the ratio will be 
one teacher to 21 students and in kin- 
dergarten it will be one teacher to 25

Carter rebate plan 
clears 1st hurdle 


President Carter's plan to stimulate the economy through $50 


tax rebates and job programs easily passed its first test in Con- 
gress Tuesday. The Senate voted 72 to 20 to make room in this 
year's budget for $17.2 billion in economic stimulus, $1.5 billion 
more than Carter had asked. The House began debate on Carter's 
proposal, but will not vote until Wednesday. Neither the Senate nor 
the House action will enact Carter's proposal into law, however 
and do not constitute approval of all of its details. They merely set 
new budget ceilings for fiscal year 1!)77, which runs until Oct. 1, so 
that Congress can then begin to vote on specific parts of the plan. 


Trutleau applauded in Congress 


Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau assured an applauding Congress 


Tuesday that Canada will remain one nation, and said Quebec's 
secession would be "a crime against the history of mankind." 
Trudeau. who concludes a three-day official visit Wednesday, then 
held a final round of talks with President Carter on issues ranging 
from Quebec lo Cuba and world affairs. "There are no irritants on 
either side," a high Canadian official said after Trudeau and Car- 
ter concluded a go-minute talk Tuesday.

The 
disclosure came in a final coroner's report on the death of the 22- 
year-old Prinze, who succumbed at UCLA Medical Center on Jan. 
28. some 38 hours after he shot himself in the temple at his west 
Los Angeles apartment. The report said a small quantity of the 
drug, "Methaqualone," was found in Prinze's blood and stomach. 
Th • coroner's office said the cause of death was a gunshot wound 
in the head,

Navy Lt. Nile Kraft, 29, Pensacola, Fla., a member of the

was on a routine practice low-level mission when his Navy A-4 
Skyhawk crashed near Plaster City, about 11 miles west of here, 
shortly before noon. Kraft, a native of Oilman, III., was in his first 
year as a Blue Angel, and had been the team narrator. He was a 
veteran combat pilot with 223 combat missions. The Navy said it 
was the first crash of a Blue Angel plane since the team began 
using the Skyhawk.

Kan nuclear Meapons: Soviets 


The Soviet Union Tuesday called for a total ban on nuclear 


weapons tests "by everybody, everywhere" as a condition for dis- 
armament talks. Western arms negotiators said the Soviet policy 
was aimed at China and France. If only Washington and Moscow 
banned nuclear testing it "would lead to an unleashing of an arms 
race In non-nuclear areas and. in short, might even increase the 
danger of nuclear war," Soviet Ambassador Viktor Likhachev told 
the 30-nation Geneva Disarmament Conference in Switzerland. In 
Washington, the magazine Aviation Week reported Tuesday thai 
President Carter has decided to move toward a unilateral halt of 
all nuclear weapons testing in an effort to get the Soviets moving 
toward nuclear disarmament talks. 


Kahin. Peres in close battle 


The close leadership battle between incumbent Yitzhak Rabin 


and Defense Minister Shimon Peres dominated the ruling Labor 
party's convention in Jersulnm Tuesday with both candidates giv- 
en an even chance to be Israel's next prime Minister. In a keynote 
speech to the delegates and 50 socialist leaders from 15 countries, 
Rabin pledged to pursue efforts for Middle East peace. 


Peres called on the party to solve Israel's "burning domestic 


issues — the social gap. labor relations, inflation, immigration and 
the system of government." Peres lost narrowly to Rabin in their 
previous struggle three years ago to lead the Labor party, which 
has dominated Israeli politics since the founding of the Jewish 
state in 1948. 


As justices reconvene 
Top court to rule on reverse bias 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Su- 


preme Court agreed Tuesday to de- 
cide whether whites suffer 
uncon- 


stitutional "reverse discrimination" 
because of special college admissions 
programs for blacks. 


Senior citizens, who have generated 


conflicting lower cour^ decisions on 
firings and forced retirements, also 
won review of two issues affecting 
them as the justices issued a flood of 
orders and opinions starting the sec- 
ond half of the current term. 


The University of California brought 


the "reverse discrimination" issue to 
the high court after the state supreme 
court ruled in favor of a well-qualified 
white candidate, Allan Bakke, 36, 
twice rejected by the Davis Medical 
School. 


The state court held the minorities 


admission plan, in effect since the 
school opened in 1968, violates the 


Constitution's guarantee 
of 
"equal 


protection of the laws." This is the 
provision that has afforded blacks so 
many court victories. 


THE JUSTICES will hear argu- 


ments by atorneys for Bakke and the 
school next fall or winter. 


Concerning senior citizens, the jus- 


tices agreed to decide: 


• Whether employes may be com- 


pelled to retire early under benefit 
plan's in effect before Congress barred 
job discrimination on account of age 
in 1967.

survive is not known. They were de- 
signed to withstand the severe envi- 
ronment of Mars and chief Viking sci- 
entist Gerald Soffen said he was opti- 
mistic.

Daniel Schultz, attorney for Water- 


gate burglars Bernard Barker, Eu- 
genio Martinez, Virgilio Gonzalez and 
Frank Sturgis said the Committee to 
Re-Elect the President agreed during 
the weekend to settle out of court for 
,$200,000. 


He said the money will be paid out 


of a liquidation trust fund left over 
from CREEP'S 1972 activities. 


THE SUIT CHARGED that the four 


burglars, who have asked President 
Carter for pardons, were misled into 
thinking the 1972 break-in at Demo- 
cratic National Headquarters "was a 
legitimate government intelligence op- 
eration " The four will receive $50,000 
each from the settlement. 


"I think the settlement is important 


in what it represents," Schultz said. 
"We believe that the men have been a 
victim of a fraud and that they were 
not criminals. They did not have any 
criminal motives and they went to jail 
because somebody has misled them." 


Each of the burglars served 14 


months in prison, and the suit asked 
for $500,000 in compensatory damages 
and $500,000 in punitive damages for 
each of the four. 


"They've served their time and now 


they want to have their records 
clear," Schultz said.

Turner said if he finds himself dis- 


agreeing with a president over an or- 
der he considers illegal, he first would 
make his position known forcefully, 
then resign if he remained convinced 
the action were wrong. 


Closely questioned on CIA clandes- 


tine and covert actions, Turner was 
asked whether if he resigned over an 
issue of legality or morality would he 
disclose the objectionable operation. 


"I would come to you (the com- 


mittee) after resigning," he said. 


Turner said "Today, in an era of ef- 


fort to reduce internal tensions, the 
United States needs an intelligence or- 
ganization of high quality and respon- 
siveness probably more than ever be- 
fore " 


coffee-producing country is pursuing 
policies to restrict or inhibit the ex- 
port of coffee to world markets," he 
said. 


Katz said markets operate "on the 


basis of anticipation" and the frost 
that cut down Brazilian production 
last year caused the country to dip

grower with 200.000 bags of coffee in 
his warehouse, waiting for prices to 
go up. 


Rep. Fred Richmond, D-N.Y. re- 


leased cables from the State Dept. 
which he said "reveal that the gov- 
ernment of Brazil has been con- 
ducting a deliberate, pervasive cam- 
paign to inflate and artificially main- 
tain coffee prices at record levels." 


Katz said a boycott of coffee by 


United States consumers would have 
no short-term effect, although long- 
range consumption habits might af- 
fect prices 


But Stephen Hornik, a business 


agent for the Amalgamated Meatcut- 
ters and Butcher Workmen Union, 
said some' of the workers his union 
represents at a coffee processing firm 
in Hoboken, N.J., have already suf- 
fered from the boycott — through lay- 
offs.

dren killed in a Thanksgiving Day fire in a 
Chicago apartment. Mrs. Perez returned to 


her Wheeling home with her five remaining 
children earlier this month. 


Her life on mend after fire, death 


Sundy Perez sits in the bare living 


room of her small Wheeling home and 
tells of the tragedy that struck nearly 
three months ago. She strokes the 
head of her 5-year-old daughter while 
she speaks of the deaths of her two 
youngest children In a Thanksgiving 
Day fire in Chicago. 


"We moved to Chicago in Septem- 


ber. We were having problems with 
the house (here) so I moved near my 
brother. The children were asleep 
when it happened. 


"I went downstairs to the store. My 


19-year-old brother was upstairs. He 
practically went crazy — he thought 
he had one of the babies in his hands 
but he'd grabbed the diaper bag. I 
kept screaming. I tried to tell them 
my babies were trapped. I was run- 
ning up the backstairs when the fire- 
men came down with the cluldren." 


The memories are still fresh for 


Mrs. Perez and the horrors of losing 
her two children Sutchil, 3, and 
Maria, l. are compounded by the in- 
difference of governmental bureau- 
cracies. She glances around the star- 
kly 
furnished living room domi- 


nated by a large picture of the dead 
children. 


"WE LOST everything. Whatever 


we have now was given to me by my 
mother and some of the neighbors. 
Everything went in the fire. 1 didn't 
go back to see if everything was 
burned or not. 


"They told me that there would be a 


lot of organizations that would help — 


the Red Cross and the Salvation 
Army. Nobody did. I went to them 
and nobody helped at all. I even found 
another apartment and put down a $50 
deposit. When I went back, the lady 
wasn't there anymore. They told me 
she was a mental case." 


Mrs. Perez, a widow, is troubled by 


thoughts that the fire may have been 
arson. She wrestles with that fear 
while trying to make a new life for 
her other five children. 


"They said it was the stove, but the 


stove wasn't even hooked up. I can't 
think of what it could have been. I 
don't know," she said. "The priest 
tells me to just think of it being an 
accident. Ever since Thanksgiving 
there have been a lot of fires. I don't 
know." 


Mrs. Perez said she is managing to 


pay the mortgage on the house and 
food bills with social security pay- 
ments, but a $3,000 hospital bill for 
several of the older children remains. 
Her medical insurance does not cover 
the cost because of a mix up in pay- 
ments. 


FURNITURE AND clothing 
are 


also a pressing need, Mrs. Perez said. 
The children, Virginia, 13; Peter, 12; 
Evangelina, 10; Laura 8, and George- 
Ann, 5, all are in need of winter cloth- 
ing. 


Mrs. Perez has received help from 


a group of neighbors including her 
close friend Joanne Brewer. 


Mrs. Brewer's husband fixed the 


broken water pipes when the family 
returned to the small frame house at 


291 N. 12th St. several weeks ago. 


Mrs. Perez, a Wheeling resident for 


16 years, said she wants to stay in the 
village. Her children have returned 
their classes at Hawthorne School and 
she has started looking for a job. 


"This is where my late husband left 


me and this is where I belong," she 
said.

summarizing his reaction to the news 
he Is out of a job. 


Skinner strolled into the 12th floor 


paneled conference room to talk about 
his future. He cracked a joke and be- 
gan his remarks. 


Three and a half minutes into a roll 


call of acknowledgements to people 
who had supported and helped him, 
Skinner stopped. His eyes reddened 
and his voice quivered. 


"I'm not going to get maudlin," 


Skinner said, coughing, trying to keep 
himself from crying in public. 


"TOM SULLIVAN is a fine lawyer," 


Skinner said as his voice fluttered 
again. There was a sense of emotion 
that does not often surface with public 
officials — especially public officials 
who have labored at rooting out cor- 
ruption. 


"I guess I was a little idealistic. I 


would hope that politics did not play a 
role In this decision.

"I am a free agent now and I will

Broken jail cell locks rattle board 


The Cook County Board was singing 


the jailhouse blues Tuesday over the 
fact many of the locks on cells at the 
county jail don't work. 


At least 217, and maybe as many as 


1.300 locks are in need of repairs. De- 
pending on just how many locks need 
work, the cost will be an estimated 
$108.500 to $630,000, 


"It's just Incredible that all these 


locks could be in such bad condition," 
said county board member Carl Han- 
sen, Mount Prospect. The condition, 
he said, posed a "great danger" to 
the community. 


"How did these locks get in such 


foul condition to begin with?" Hansen 
asked. 


COUNTY BOARD member Harold 


L. Tyrrell. LaGrange Park, asked if 
jail guards "had gone deaf." 


"I assume that our prisoners are 


not issued mallets, chisels or sledge- 
hammers when they're locked up," 
Tyrrell said. "It has to make a lot of 


noise to bend and mutilate steel locks 
that way. Somebody (at the jail) was 
not doing the job he was supposed to 
do." 


County Board Pres. George W. 


Dunne conceded there have been "se- 
curity problems" at the county jail. 
He said there have been times when a 
large number of guards have been ab- 
sent. 


Dunne also said he was dismayed at 


the kind of "deadlly weapons" in- 
mates at county jail are able to manu- 
facture. 


Locksmiths and iron workers were 


at the jail Monday afternoon to deter- 
mine just how many locks need repair 
and how much it will cost. 


COUNTY 
BOARD member 
and 


former Cook County Sheriff Joseph I. 
Woods, Oak Park, said he did not 
blame the guards for the lock dam- 
age. 


"They (the inmates) are really not 


all saints in that place. They have 


very little to do except work on their 
main objective which is to get out," 
he said. 


Woods said when he was sheriff 


there was one inmate who managed 
to break a steel weld using dimes as a 
file. 


County board members agreed the 


lock repairs have to be made. For se- 
curity reasons, the board decided not 
to advertise bids for the work. Instead 
county officials will negotiate with 
several companies capable of the 
specialized iron work needed. 


Repairing the cell locks and doors 


will be cheaper than putting in new 
locks, Larry Hickey, county director 
of construction, maintenance and op- 
erations, said. 


A new all electrical locking system 


would cost $3,500 per cell, he said. 


Hickey said despite the faulty locks, 


jail officials still guarantee "90 to 95 
per cent security" at county jail.

James DeVos is out a job, the 


residents of the Salt Creek Rural 
Park District are out a good 
park director, and nobody knows 
why except the park commis- 
sioners who aren't talking. 


It 
happened Friday 
when 


DeVos was given notice to clear 
out of his office by the end of the 
day. and the locks were changed 
on the administration building. 


DeVos' resignation was ten- 


dered more than a month ago in 
a dispute with the board over his 
hours and responsibilities, but 
he had said he would stay on un- 
til a new director was hired so 
there would be a smooth transi- 
tion. 


Friday's action came as a 


shock to both park district resi- 
dents and employes. 


The tactics used by two com- 


missioners, one of whom no 
longer lives In the district, to no- 
tify DeVos to clear out were out- 
rageous. 


There was no adequate public 


explanation, just the one-day no- 
tice and changing of the locks. 


The 
decision to terminate 


DeVos' employment apparently 


had been reached in an unan- 
nounced, illegal meeting,earlier 
in the week. 


This appeared a crude and in- 


sensitive way to treat a man 
who had been park director for 
4'/2 years. As the park district's 
first full-time director, DeVos 
was responsible for putting life 
into the fledgling district and in- 
troducing new programs. 


He managed to transform the 


park district from a tax protec- 
tion district that three neighbor- 
ing park districts hoped to divvy 
up into a viable district with 
o n g o i n g programs and ex- 
pansion plans for the future. 


He was well liked and general- 


ly respected in the district. Peti- 
tions to keep him on as director 
were expected to be circulated 
this week. 


Instead, there is now talk of 


recall petitions. 


We share the outrage of park 


district residents at the board's 
action and the way it was car- 
ried out. At the very least some 
clearer explanation is owed to 
the residents of why there was 
such a hurry to get DeVos out of 
the park district. 


Board is too isolated 


Most of the public and press 


attention paid to the Cook Coun- 
ty Health and Hospital Govern- 
i n g 
Commission's 
proposed 


S184.2 million budget has fo- 
cused on the $84,276 salary paid 
to Dr. James G. Haughton, com- 
mission executive director. 


Haughton is the highest-paid 


public official in Illinois, so 
when he receives a $9,732 raise 
it makes news. 


But there is a larger story be- 


hind the Haughton headlines. 


There are long-term questions 


about the operation and financ- 
ing of the county's three hospi- 
tals. The state's policy, under 
former Gov. Dan Walker, of 
withholding or delaying Medi- 
caid payments to county hospi- 
tal has pushed it to the brink of 
a cash crisis. And the county 
board seems reluctant to raise 
real estate taxes for the hospi- 
tal. 


The governing commission it- 


self is isolated from public ac- 


countability. Commission mem- 
bers are appointed by a selec- 
tion committee. They present a 
budget which the county board 
can approve or reduce in sum. 
But elected county board mem- 
bers cannot cut specific budget 
items. 


What results is a budget that 


many county board members 
say is wasteful but nevertheless 
gets approved, in the overriding 
interest of keeping Cook County 
hospital operating. 


The 
governing 
commission 


was set up in 1970 by the Illinois 
General Assembly, and there 
will have to be legislative action 
if the system is going to change. 


Control of county hospital was 


taken away from the county 
board because the former level 
of health care was so low the 
hospital was in danger of losing 
its accreditation. We do not want 
to see a return to those days. 
But there is need for more pub- 
lic controls over the hospital 
budget. 


Cool it, Senator Soup! 


Government officials in Illi- 


nois should not be surprised 
when the public ranks them be- 
low rag pickers in terms of re- 
spect and credibility — especial- 
ly when they have men like Sen- 
ator Soup in their ranks. 


Senator Soup, who masquer- 


ades as State Sen. John Knup- 
pel, 
D-Virginia, managed to 


punctuate last week's effort to 
elect a senate president by toss- 
ing a cup of soup on two of his 
colleagues and a reporter. 


Knuppel is constantly com- 


plaining that his seat in the up- 
per chamber is blocked by other 
senators trying to talk to report- 
ers in the adjacent press gal- 


lery. His latest effort to clear 
the aisle certainly raises ques- 
tions about his maturity. 


But his maturity has come un- 


der question before. He recently 
got into a shoving match with 
other senators. 


There have been enough legis- 


lative high jinks lately to de- 
mean the Illinois General As- 
sembly; Knuppel's antics are 
unnecessary. 


If the leadership of the Illinois 


Senate does not reprimand him, 
he should be given a seat in the 
back of the chamber, away from 
the press gallery. At least that 
will put Senator Soup out of 
sight and hopefully out of range.

Advice to budding Haley s 


Great masses of people wish to 


write professionally. It is a desire, a 
goal, which transcends all lifestyles 
from housewife to judge and down to 
hobo. It is something which can be 
achieved by anyone of normal in- 
tellect who has equal parts of love, 
compassion, understanding and can 
write a parsable sentence. 


Nothing more. Writers are not born. 


They are made, by themselves. A 
course in writing will help you to 
build a cellar. So will a school of jour- 
nalism. But you will hammer together 
the walls, the windows, the roof, the 
attic of ideas, by yourself. 


Alex Haley spent 20 years in the 


Coast Guard. He wrote love letters for 
sailors whose passions were mute. He 
also copied scenes from books written 
by his favorite authors. Like the rest 
of us, he survived hundreds of polite 
rejection slips before he sold his first 
article to a magazine called "This 
Week." 


HE WROTE "ROOTS" and he is 


rich. On a wall, in a plush case, hang 
two cans of sardines, a dime, a nickel 
and three pennies. He was living in a 
furnished room in Greenwich Village 
when he touched bottom. 


Practice and endurance are the 


keys. Select a hero and read every- 
thing he wrote twice. The first is for 
enjoyment. The second is to savor 
the scenes, to find out how he strings 
his thoughts.

IT CAN BE an incident, an acci-

If 
it doesn't have those elements, do not 
waste time on it. 


Most successful novelists write, in 


part, about themselves. Ernest He- 
mingway was his own macho hero 
who dared death. William Faulkner 
mixed equal parts of a noble men- 
tality with whiskey and emerged with 
some of the most obtuse sentences 
ever written. 


AT THE TYPEWRITER, the author 


must tell his story in terse sentences 
and simple words. His structure is 
lean. He flavors this with the ju- 
dicious use of similes and metaphors. 


I have been at it over 40 years and 


haven't got it right yet. Over the 
years, I have written 19 books and 
have never read one. There is a feel- 
ing within me that anyone who can 
read with pleasure something he 
wrote a year ago has not learned any- 
thing. 


I started out with an elementary 


school education in English. My city 
editor permitted me to use a type- 


writer between editions. My gall was 
insurmountable I read the best story 
in the newspaper, and then tried to 
rewrite it in the same number of 
words, or less. 


You can do it at home. A good 


writer embraces a smidgin of knowl- 
edge about everything. He refuses to 
acknowledge that any subject is dull. 
The most successful writers are omni- 
vorous readers. 


TOO MANY OF OUR young report- 


ers purvey facts. This is part of the 
job. 
They jam everything into the 


first paragraph and then analyze the 
story in detail. They ignore a quick 
painting of the characters involved 
because that requires a bit of imagi- 
native thought. 


My early heroes were Hemingway, 


Mark Bellinger and Oscar Wilde. The 
first was a great novelist; the second 
was a smooth story teller; the third 
was a poet. Each excited envy for a 
different reason. 


I had a fourth hero- luck. This was 


important because I was a surly kid 
with a driving ambition. It was easy 
for editors to dislike me. I could never 
forgive myself for poor craftsman- 
ship, nor could I forgive them for set- 
tling for less than the best. 


QUENT1N REYNOLDS got lucky 


because he made an editor laugh. He 
was covering intramural sports at 
Brown University and he wrote: "In 
the last 30 seconds of the basketball 
game, Ulrieh Calvosa took the ball 
raced downcourt, and shot a perfect 
basket for the wrong team. His h|ad 
•was all right but he had larceny in his 
feet"

Carter's Washington cold place for Republicans 


by MARTHA ANGLE 


and ROBERT WALTERS 


WASHINGTON — With Democrats 


firmly in control of the White House 
and Capitol Hill, the Republican party 
is in danger of becoming invisible at 
the national level — a development 
which has GOP leaders fretting and 
fussing. 


President Carter has skillfully com- 


mandeered the airwaves and head- 
lines from the "bully pulpit" of the 
White House while his Democratic 
supporters and antagonists in Con- 
gress are soaking up whatever time 
and space is left over. 


The result has been a virtual freeze- 


out of the "loyal opposition" at a time 
when Republican political fortunes 
are already at their nadir. With some 
justification, GOP leaders feel they 
are being slighted by the press. 


SENATE MINORITY Leader How- 


ard H. Baker Jr., 
R-Tenn., House 


GOP Leader John J. Rhodes, R-Ariz., 
and former Sen. Bill Brock, R-Tenn., 
the new- Republican national chair- 
man, have joined forces to combat the 
indifference of the media. 


Rhodes and his staff aides have pri- 


vately complained to several report- 
ers and at least one major newspaper 
editor that important policy state- 
ments by White House Republicans 
are being virtually ignored. Baker 
says he will "scream to high heaven" 
if press coverage of GOP positions 
doesn't pick up soon. 


And the congressional leaders plus 


Brock are scheduled to sit down with- 
in the next few weeks with officials of 
the three major television networks — 
CBS, 
NBC and ABC — to plead for 


guarantees that the GOP will have a 


reasonable opportunity to respond to 
President Carter's fireside chats and 
other televised reports to the Ameri- 
can people. 


"I THINK THE networks are sensi- 


tive to the fairness question," Brock 
told us. "The fireside chat approach 
is so subject to abuse that I think they 
are going to bend over backwards to 
avoid problems. 


"We're prepared to go to the FCC 


(Federal Communications Commis- 
sion) if necessary, but I believe some- 
thing can be worked out amicably." 


A spokesman for Rhodes said Re- 


publicans have fared better on tele- 
vision than they have in daily news 
coverage by print journalists. 


"Because we are a minority and a 


badly reduced one at that, it is patent- 
ly obvious to the press that whatever 
we want is not going to happen be- 
cause we don't have the votes. 


"THEREFORE, what we do or say 


apparently isn't news. To us, that's a 
potentially insidious type of bias even 
though it's quite unintentional," the 
Rhodes aide said. 


Rhodes & Co. may be stewing pre- 


maturely. Because the Carter admin- 
istration is still in its formative phase 
and because the President himself re- 
mains an enigma to much of the pub- 
lic, the press is indeed temporarily 
mesmerized by the ruling majority. 


The real test, as Baker told us, will 


come two or three months from now 
when the shine is off the apple and 
the administration gets down to spe- 
cific legislative proposals and execu- 
tive decisions. 


The press, of course, has no obliga- 


tion to provide artificial respiration to 
a failing GOP. But the Republicans 
are entitled to something better than 


benign neglect. The founding fathers 
guaranteed freedom of the press to in- 
sure that Americans would be ex- 
posed to the clash of competing ideas. 


People are entitled to be informed of 
the views of the minority party as 
well as the governing majority.

There was a time when few women 


worked outside their homes, and few- 
er still could claim the title of family 
money manager.

creased female financial savvy, start- 
Ing early in a woman's career. 


The women's investment market is 


expanding for several reasons, Ms. 
Feldman said. Necessity — a divorce, 
widowhood — convinces many women 
an early start can provide financial 
security in iater years, she said. More 
women are working and inflation has 
taken a big chunk out of many fami- 
lies' savings, she said. 


"Women need to know that they can 


Invest their money and put it to work. 
And more women are going out and 
asking questions," Ms. Feldman said, 
noting change from the stereotype of 
Investments as a man's world.

Itocks, income producing investments 
and options. 


This first step is the hardest one for 


many novice investors. Ms. Feldman 
said a newcomer should do a little 
homework before an investment plan 
is launched. 


"First, you should have three to six 


months' salary in the bank before you 
begin," the investment specialist said. 
"Make sure you also have adequate 
insurance." 


Don't be afraid to ask questions, 


Ms. Feldman said, a registered bro- 
ker can provide basic information on 
stocks, bonds and other investments. 
Study the daily listings of stocks print- 
ed in newspapers and learn what to 
expect from a broker in the way of 
investment services, she said. 


"IN ORDER FOR me to serve my 


customers, I have to know them," 
said Ms. Feldman. "Are they inter- 
ested in long or short-term in- 
vestment, how much can they invest, 
are they interested in stocks or other 
markets." There may be tax consid- 
erations for some investors. 


For the investor who plans to start 


out on a small scale, the Merrill 
Lynch sharebuilder plan is one al- 
ternative, Ms. Feldman said.

Carter affirms bid 
for industry check 


President Carter, shrugging off opposition from George Meany, 


said Tuesday he stands firm in his request that big labor and big 
business notify him before imposing major wage and price hikes. 
Carter, in a statement issued through deputy press secretary Rex 
Granum, rejected Meany's position on the issue, and the AFL-CIO 
president's contention that prior notification was a step toward 
wage and price controls. "The President has reiterated time and 
time again that he has no intention of imposing wage and price 
controls, nor does he believe the government ought to try to dic- 
tate terms of particular wage and price actions by its public pro- 
nouncements," Branum said. Asked if there would be an element 
of pressure in wage and price discussions he said, "that's cor- 
rect." 


Union seeks labor law changes 


The AFL-CIO Tuesday launched an ambitious legislative cam- 


paign to overhaul federal labor law, increase the minimum wage 
and reverse four vetoes by President Ford. AFL-CIO President 
George Meany said the key element in labor's 1977 legislative 
program is an omnibus bill to revamp the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act, including repeal of the so-called right to work provisions, 
allowing states to prohibit union shops. Twenty states have right to 
work laws. The AFL-CIO portrayed the four bills vetoed by Ford 
as "unfinished business" for Congress. They were: 


• Common Situs picketing, which would allow building trades 


workers to picket an entire construction site in a dispute with only 
one subcontractor. 


• Hatch Act reform, which would lift the restriction against 


political involvement by government workers. 


• Cargo preference to require that 20 per cent of all imported oil 


be shipped in American vessels. 


• Strip mining protecton which would impose minimum federal 


standards for states that strip mine coal. 


'Lifeline' utility bill criticized 


The "Lifeline" utility rate bill being considered by the Illinois 


legislature will not help residential customers of gas and elec- 
tricity, the president of the Illinois Manufacturers Assn. said Tues- 
day. The bill would force utilities to provide the first 500 kilowatt 
hours of electricity to esidential users at 25 per cent below current 
rates. During winter months the companies would provide an addi- 
tional 700 kilowatt hours at reduced rates for consumers who heat 
with electricity. IMA Pres. Orville V. Bergren said "Sponsors 
claim this legislation (House Bill 83) will help the poor. 


"But the fact is artificially cutting residential utility rates ne- 


cessitating imposing higher rates On schools, hospitals, govern- 
ment agencies, industry and other groups, will not help either the 
poor... nor the rich residential customer," he said.

will be built by the government in a 
year or two.

$8.5 million loan OKd 
by county for hospitals 


The Cook County Health and Hospi-

Yes. It may well be a group looking 


at bigger and better mountains to con- 
quer, but Buffalo Grove's high-flybg 
basketball team certainly can't over- 
look Rolling Meadows tonight in the- 
Mid-Suburban League showdown.

"I f we were at home again for this

'Don't count us out' 
Host Mustangs face giant odds

Underdog lovers everywhere in the 


Northwest suburbs, outside of Buffalo 
Grove of course, will be pinning their 
hopes on Rolling Meadows tonight as 
the Mid-Suburban League decides its 
champion of the hardcourt.

Charged with containing Allsmiller 


will be 6-8 Kevin Kiley, who's recov- 
ered from knee problems and is 100 
per cent sound, according to Wein- 
berg. 


Kiley will have his hands full on of- 


fense as well as defense with the mo- 
bile Allsmiller to contend with and 
will be hard pressed to come up with 
his average 15 points per game. If 
that happens, the scoring load will fall 
on the shoulders of 6-3 junior guard 
Kent Walker, who's averaging almost

playing guards, Scott Groot and Mike 
Ledna. 


"We'll need a complete team effort, 


but from our scouting reports, we feel 
that Buffalo Grove can be had," said 
Weinberg. "But we can't let them 
have a hot streak where we let the 
game get away from us."

One characteristic of mammals is that 


they all have hair. Hair is a protector of 
the body, and it grows from special 
places in the skin. Small glands at each 
hair provide oil to keep it trom becom- 
ing dry and cracking. And sometimes 
the skin near the hair produces a build- 
up of material that comeb otf in small 
scales called dandrulf. 


Dandruff is usually more annoying 


than serious Flaky scales that (all from 
the head to the shoulder can be a 
problem. 


Dandrutf is called seborrheic dermati- 


tis of the scalp. 


It is an excesbive supply of sebum, the 


oily secretions Irom the sebaceous 
glands of the skin. The result is greasy 
scaling of the skin surface. 


Although dandruti usually first ap- 


pears on the scalp and in most cases re- 
mains only there, it is possible for it to 
spread to the lorehead, eyebrows, eye- 
lids, parts ot the nose and the area be- 
hind the ears In addition, it can be 
found on the chest or under the armpits 
and elsewhere, particularly where there 
is hair on the body and sebaceous 
glands are numerous 


Infants also can develop dandruff. 


There is a type called infantile sebor- 
rheic dermatitis that is sometimes found 
on a baby during the first three months 
of its life. Starting with dandruff-like 
symptoms on the scalp, it spreads over 
other parts of the body. It disappears in 
a short time and requires no special 
treatment. 


Witli,bome teen-agers, but more like- 


ly with adults, dandrutt is widespread. 
It may last only a few weeks or tot- 
longer periods up to a lifetime. 


We do not know exactly what causes 


dandrulf. Fungal organisms are oiten 
found in the flaking skin, but these may 
be secondary invasions of the skin, 
made easier by the seborrheic condition. 


Dandrutf of the scalp is controlled by 


washing the hair with nonalkalme soaps 
or shampoos. Special preparations using 
sulfur and tar also are used in shampoo- 
ing. 


Some doctors suggest special diets 


for patients with seborrheic dermatitis, 
similar to those suggested for acne 
patients. As in acne, a disease that also 
involves problems ol the sebaceous 
glands, there seems to be a relation be- 
tween hormones and the onset ot dan- 
drulf The problem also seems to worsen 
in winter and during periods of stress 
or fatigue.

For them there is decalteinated 
coffee, processed by softening the green 
beans with steam under pressure, and 
then extracting the catfeine by apply- 
ing benzol or alcohol. Alter the catfeine 
has been removed by resteammg, the 
coffee beans are roasted and treated 
the same as regular cotlee.

Father Martin McCormick, O.P., 


chaplain and counselor at Alexian 
Brothers Alcoholic Treatment Unit, is 
a graduate of Rutgers University 
school of Alcoholism Studies and at 
one time taught teenagers in high 
school sociology classes the dangers 
of alcoholism. 


In the Chicago area, teenage alco- 


holism is a major problem — more of 
a problem than drugs. "Alcohol is so 
ea-ily available — it's right there in 
Mom and Dad's liquor cabinet," said 
Father McCormick. 


"When adults find their teenager 


drinking, they are apt to give a siah 
of relief afld say, 'Oh, thank God it's 
only booze — not drugs.' But alcohol 
is a drug. It's in the same class as 
anesthetics." 


FATHER McCORMICK pointed out 


that in our society there are no uni- 
fied standards regarding alcoholism. 
Attitudes are diverse in every part of 
the country. "This confusion of atti- 
tudes is especially felt by the young,'1 


he said. 


The U.S. government has recom- 


mended that alcoholism studies be 
made a primary subject in the public 
school system. "We must give stu- 
dents the scientific facts and let them 
make the decision on whether or not 
they are going to drink." sairl Fr. 
McCormick. "If they see what is in- 
volved, the vast majority would see 
the need for moderation." 


Pavil'nn Players have presen'ed the 


play "Lady on the Rocks" in many 
area high schools, often as part of a 
sociology or health education class. 
Father McCormick has received let- 
ters of thanks from teachers, describ-

ing the impact of the play upon the 
students.

The doctor says 


Bad breath more 
than social problem 


My daughter is 24 and lias had bad breath tor several years. 


None of the products on the market seem to help for very long. 


When site had a check-up with her doctor, she asked him about 


this but he couldn't seem to find out what Is causing this. 


She has a bit of a weight problem so she watches her diet, but 


she says she has no problem with her bowels, which sometimes 
happens when people don't eat the right food. I am wondering if 
you have any solution to this problem? 


Bad breath is a symptom, not a diagnosis. It is also very com- 


mon. Unfortunately some people have it and are unaware they are 
offensive to others. 


Your daughter was correct in asking her doctor about it and I 


am sorry she didn't get more help. It is also true that the avail- 
able mouthwashes and breath sweeteners are of limited help. They 
just mask the odor temporarily and do not do anything to correct 
the cause. 


The cause can be from the teeth. This may. be from infected 


pockets around the roots that a person cannot clean out himself. A 
low grade Infection is present along with decaying material. This 
is pyorrhea and it needs to be treated by a dentist. So, one thing a 
person with bad breath should do is see the dentist to correct any 
existing dental problems. 


Beyond that the problem may be a low grade infection in the 


sinuses. As the air flows through the nose or back of the throat it 
may pick up unpleasant odors from such infections. 


Mouth breathing may cause bad breath. The normal secretions 


In the back of the throat may dry up and this may allow bacteria 
to grow there that create an odor. 


Chronically infected tonsils may be a source of bad breath. Any 


significant infection can release unpleasant odors. However, if the 
tonsils are not infected, taking them out will not help a bad breath 
problem. 


BEYOND THE TEETH, throat, nose and sinuses there are pos- 


sible problems with the lungs. Any infection of the lungs, such as 
chronic lung disease, can cause bad odors that pass out of the lung 
with each breath. 


The lungs are a major source of odors. Remember that the odor 


of alcohol on a person's breath comes from the alcohol vapors 
being released from the blood going into the lungs and into the air 
that the person exhales. This is the basis for the breath test for 
alcohol consumption. 


You can breathe out the odor of any chemical from the body. A 


person with diabetic acidosis will have an odor to the breath sim- 
ilar to alcohol because chemicals of incomplete metabolism Cke- 
tones) are released from the blood Into the air. Similarly chem- 
icals from liver disease may cause the breath to have a particular 
"fruity" odor.

My advice to everyone who has a breath problem is to have a 


medical and dental evaluation. The causes of this social problem 
are many and some are more important than just having a social- 
ly embarrassing problem.

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No laughing matter 
Stuttering can be licked

"Kuh-kuh-kuh-Katy, 
beautiful 


Katy, you're the only guh-guh- 
guh-glrl in the world that I adore" 
is a line from an old song that got 
lots of laughs. So did Porky Pig of 
movie cartoon fame. 


But to the nearly 2.1 million 


Americans who talk with such in- 
voluntary pauses, spasms and 
prolongation of sounds and syl- 
lables in different places, stutter- 
ing is no laughing matter. 


Stutterers represent one per 


cent of the United States popu- 
lation, says speech pathologist Dr. 
Dorvan Breitenfeldt. They are 
unable to utter even a few simple 
words of communication without 
embarrassment to themselves and 
others. 


HISTORICALLY, the problem 


has spanned all classes of people, 
Breitenfeldt tells each incoming 
class of stutterers at Eastern 
Washington State College, Cheney. 
Stutterers have included Moses, 
Aristotle. Demosthenes. Winston 
Churchill and the past t\vo British 
Kings. 


BratenfeWt also tells Ms stu- 


dents that stuttering, while having 
no known cause, can be controlled 
for life 85 per cent of the time. He 
quickly adds that the degree to 
which the problem is eliminated 
depends on the individual. 


He is himself a 
recovered 


stutterer. Like a recovered alco- 
holic, he can fall off the wagon 
once iiv a while. But through prac- 
tice and confronting the problem, 
he has controlled the stuttering 
for the past 25 years. 


REGARDLESS OF cause, the 


problem can be licked, he says. 


His 17-day, four-hour-a-day pro- 


gram is usually offered in the 
summer. 


A stutterer can develop special 


fears that make one word more 
difficult to pronounce than anoth- 
er, Breitenfeldt said.

New method 
to store seeds 


A seed storage specialist at the Uni- 


versity of California, Davis, has de- 
veloped a better way to prolong the 
life of leftover garden seeds at home. 


He puts them in canning jars with 


tuo heaping tablespoons of fresh pow- 
dered dry milk wrapped in four thick- 
nesses ot facial tissues and secured 
with a rubber band or tape. The tissue 
keeps the milk from sifting out and 
prevents the seed packets from touch- 
ing the moist dessicant. 


The method was developed at the 


request of the National Garden Bu- 
reau in Los Altos. A bureau spokes- 
man warns that the jar must be tight- 
ly sealed with lid and rubber ring to 
exclude moist air and refrigerated. 
The bureau also says seeds stored this 
way should be used as promptly as 
possible, and the jar kept open as 
short a time as possible when you re- 
move the seed packets. The milk 
packets should be replaced with fresh 
once or twice a year. 


James Harrington, who developed 


the storage method, says the milk 
should be from a just-opened contain- 
er to guarantee dryness. 


The vigor and longevity of flower 


and vegetable seeds tend to drop 
abruptly if exposed to heat and hu- 
midity (UPI).

Society has a stake in matrimony 


because it is part of the basic struc- 
ture of the community. Thus the law 
will do everything in its power to en- 
courage, protect and preserve mar- 
riage whenever possible. 


• The Illinois Marriage act says 


that every person must first obtain a 
license from the county clerk of the 
county in which the marriage is to 
take place. But court decisions in- 
dicate that if the parties to the mar- 
riage have acted in good faith, the 
marriage will be considered valid 
even though it is later discovered that 
a statutory requirement was not met. 


A look at a few examples indicates 


the extent to which the Illinois law 
will regard the requirements as "di- 
rectory" only and the marriage as va- 
lid. 


Suppose a husband and wife take all 


the necessary steps required by law 
but 25 years later learn that the offi- 
cial who performed the ceremony did 
not have the authority to do it. Was 


this a valid marriage? The court said 
"yes." 


In another instance a husband and 


wife were married by a duly ordained 
priest, but the couple did not have a 
marriage license. Again the court 
held that this was a valid marriage. 


What if a couple did not have the 


required physical examination? It 
didn't matter. The marriage was still 
valid. 


(It is to be noted that in the cases 


cited the parties acted in good faith.) 


• Because each state hss the right 


to determine the status of a person, it 
also has a right to pass laws regard- 
ing it. Birth, marriage and divorce 
laws therefore vary from state to 
state. 


The McHenry and Lake counties 


marriage mixup involved 
innocent 


persons, so the marriages are valid. 
May I say "good luck" to those who 
want to hang in there, and "sorry 
about that" to those who want out.

$19 billion 
hike urged 
in budget 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Carter Tuesday asked Congress to in- 
crease Gerald Ford's 1978 budget by 
$19.4 billion, saying the money is 
needed to finance advancements in 
energy, social programs and the econ- 
omy. 


Carter called the changes "impor- 


tant first steps toward a federal gov- 
ernment that is more effective and re- 
sonsive to our people's needs." 


Among 
surprises 
were Carter's 


request for legislation to control hos- 
pital bills and a freeze on Medicare 
premiums for 25.4 million elderly and 
disabled Americans for \5 months be- 
ginning in July. 


HE ALSO URGED the elimination 


of 19 water resources projects across 
the nation, including one in his home 
state of Georgia, at a savings of $289 
million. 


The plan contained $8 billion to pay 


for the President's previously an- 
nounced economic stimulus program, 
which includes $50 per person rebates 
for taxpayers this spring. 


House 
Speaker 
Thomas 
O'Neill 


promised Congress would undertake a 
"complete review" of Carter's pack- 
age but predicted "we will be within a 
ballpark figure of what the President 
recommended." 


In the energy field, Carter shifted 


the emphasis of previous adminis- 
trations from long-range goals, such 
as construction of nuclear breeder re- 
actors to short-term needs such as 
conservation and storage of petro- 
leum. 


CARTER ASKED for initial funding 


of S2 billion in loan guarantees to en- 
courage energy conservation. Also in- 
cluded were grants to states to set up 
offices to represent consumers before

Helping was 
important to 
stab suspect

Larry Stotts liked to feel important. He did it by helping'people 


and animals. 


In fact the 19-year-old resident of 1701 Dennis Ln., Mount Pros- 


pect, received a commendation in July 1974 from Mount Prospect 
Police Chief Ralph J. Doney for "alert action" in saving the life of 
a man who had fallen into a plate glass window outside his home 
on Judith Ann Drive. 


In his underwear one night, Larry ran from his home to the 


man's side, preventing him from bleeding to death by wrapping 
his arm in towels and calling police. 


Larry Stotts placed another call to police Sunday — a call that 


led to his arrest for the stabbing murder of a Mount Prospect 
store clerk. 


LARRY LIKED to help. It made him feel like someone special. 


That's why he stayed around the Mount Prospect police station for 
29 hours Sunday and Monday. He thought he was helping the 
police, his father. Robert Stotts, said. 


But at 4:45 p.m. Monday, Larry Stotts was arrested and charged 


with the stabbing death of Nargis Alvi. 27, wife of the owner of the 
K&G Food Mart, 1760 Algonquin Rd., Mount Prospect. 


Mrs. Alvi. 395 Hawthorn Ct., was filling in for an ill clerk Sun- 


day when she was stabbed twice in the chest. 


Larry Stotts, who lives two blocks from the store, will appear at 


1:30 p.m. today for a preliminary hearing in the Mount Prospect 
branch of Cook County Circuit Court. 


POLICE SAY Larry stabbed Mrs. Alvi, mother of a nine-month- 


old child. The woman's body was found in a walk-in storage cool- 
er. Police say Larry called the authorities and reported finding a 
body. 


But Robert Stotts says his son told him a different story Monday

Work with animals good 
for son/, bad for wallet

"If I were selling dirty books I 


probably could make millions. But 
I try to help animals, and I don't 
make anything." 


Such is the plight of Bob Frank 


and his Society of St. Francis. A 
year and a half after chucking his 
$18,000-a-year job and founding 
the humane society, Frank, a 
dog's best friend, is broke. 


First came the second mortgage 


on his home, 400 Milburn Ave., 
Mount Prospect. Then he'mort- 
gaged his car. Frank, 42, says his 
next loss will be the family heir- 
loom inherited from his mother — 
a diamond ring which soon will be 
pawned in exchange for another^ 
month's food or a new suit. 


"My wife (Pat) works part-time 


in a restaurant. That supplies the 
food," Frank said. "But other 
than that, forget it. I've borrowed 
on everything I own." The Franks 
have no other souce of income. 


WHEN HE ABANDONED his 


job as an auditor for the U. S. 
Dept. of Agriculture in August 
1975 to champjon the cause for his 
a n i m a l friends, Frank never 
dreamed he eventually would find 
himself 
drowning in 
financial 


straits. Now, he-says, if he is not 
deluged with donations within the 
next couple of months, St. Francis 
will fold and he will be combing 
the streets for employment. 


"I haven't had a paycheck in a 


year and a half. But I'm-not look- 


ing forward to finding a new job," 
Frank said. "I'd rather work with 
animals. There's a tremendous 
amount of accomplishment when 
you save an animal from dying." 


Frank never asks the owner of 


a pet to reimburse him for return- 
ing a lost animal. The pledges and 
promises are plentiful, he says, 
but few are kept. • "People have 
lost their sense of feeling," he 
said. "It's all what they can get 
out of life, not what they can give 
life. If 1 per cent of the people in 
Cook County supported animals, 
the humane societies would be 
able to do a helluva lot better 
job."

But there's a growing number of

cans, and they'll tell you the GOP is 
busy being born, not busy dying. 


"We took office in January with 


nothing but the spirit of 15 people in- 
terested in building a "group that can 
get something going," Pres. Dan Noc- 
chi told members at one of the 
group's 
Thursday night 
meetings. 


"We've grown in two months to be- 
come one of the largest young Re- 
publican groups in the country." 


THE MAINE TOWNSHIP Teen-Age 


Republicans group has its roots in 
-jlast fall's election. Several teen-agers 
who worked for Republican candi- 
dates in that election got together in 
December to talk about forming a lo- 
cal group. 


By the first of this year they had 


elected a slate of officers, and they 
now have 50 members, making them 
the largest Republican youth group in 
Illinois and one of the largest in the 
nation. 


The youthful Republicans have no 


competition in Maine Township. There 
is no Democratic organization for 
teen-agers. 


They aren't hurting for money ei- 


ther, thanks to a "bowl-a-thon they 
held Feb. 
13 which netted 
them 


$3,488.16. The group raised the money 
by getting local businesses and people 
to sponsor bowlers by paying them an 
average of 50 cents a point for the 
best game they bowled during the 
bowl-a-thon. About 65 bowlers partici- 
pated, including state Sen. John Nim- 
rod, R-Glenview. 


"We're getting a story done on us in

A GOOD DEAL of this money is 


earmarked for an expansion drive 
into neighboring townships, Nocchi 
said. After just two months of oper- 
ation at the local Republican head- 
quarters at 1566 Miner St., the Maine 
Township group already is plotting fo- 
rays into Niles, Elk Grove, Palatine 
and other townships, where they hope 
to get new groups started.

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Songs, speeches 
to mark Estonia 
independence

Enno Toomsalu knew Estonia when 


U was free, before it was swallowed 
by the western boundaries of the So- 
viet Union. 


In that memory and in hope for the 


future, he and hundreds of other Esto- 
nian immigrants will celebrate their 
country's Independence Day Saturday 
with songs and speeches at the Chi- 
cago Estonain House. Estonian Lane 
in Prairie View. 


They will tell the story of their 


homeland's long years of struggling 
for independence, its final triumph af- 
ter World War I, then its crushing de- 
feat after World War II. 


THEY WILL WARN against com- 


munism. And they will talk about to- 
morrow. 


"Everybody's working towards it 


and hoping one day Estonia will be 
free," Toomsalu said. He escaped Es- 
tonia in 1944. when he was 18 yeavs 
old. He now is an engineer for Under- 
writers Laboratories and resides in 
Mount Prospect. 


The older generation, which won 


freedom for Toomsalu's generation, 
may not expect to see a free Estonia 
again 
in their 
lifetime. 
But 
the 


wounds of their defeat hurt less with 
the knowledge their descendants will 
not give up. 


"This is especially for the older 


people." Toomsalu said of the Inde- 
pendence Day observance. "The older 
people can look at the younger people 
still carrying It on. which instills hope 
in them that Estonia will be free." 


ESTONIA IS THE northernmost of 


the Baltic countries, situated on the 
.vcstern shores of the Baltic Sea. 
About t.2 million persons inhabited 
18.000 square miles before World War 
II. 


Toomsatu did not know how many 


live in the country now. because the 
Soviets are trying to dilute its popu- 
lation with Russian people. 


Estonia has a history of captivity. 


The Germans were the first success- 
ful invaders, enslaving the Estonians 
in the 13th century. Two centuries lat- 
er, the country was attacked by Rus- 
sians. Poles and Swedes. 


Russia defeated the Swedes in 1710, 


ruling the land until 1918, In that 
year, the independent Republic of Es- 
tonia was formed, 


TOOMSALU WAS born in 1939 and 


grew up with little worry of the Rus- 
sian threat. But in 1939, the Soviet 
Army occupied Estonia, followed by 
Hitler's Wehrmacht and finally, in 
1944, by the Soviets. 


"We didn't believe something like 


this could happen," Toomsalu said, 
explaining his generation took free- 
dom for granted. 


But his parents' generation did not. 


Many committed suicide when the 
Russians invaded, he said. Others 
were shot, imprisoned or shipped to 
Siberia. 


More than 70,000 Estonians fled the 


country to Western Europe in 1944. In 
the tote 1940s and early 1950s, 25,000 
of those emigrated to the United 
States. 


THEY CANNOT go back even to vi- 


sit Estonia until it is free. 


"They consider it a crime that I es- 


caped from them." Toomsalu said. 


To assuage their longings for the 


small villages they left behind in the 
"Land 
of 
the 
White Midsummer 


•Nights," 400 area Estonian families 
gather together on weekends and spe- 
cial occasions at the Estonian House. 


"Although we associate with our 


neighbors, the best'friends and best 
times we ever have is with our Esto- 
nian friends," he said. 


A VERY MUSICAL people, they 


have choral and dBince groups and 
programs al the house. They also 
have drama productions, bridge par- 
ties and Estonian classes. 


They consider themselves American 


citizens now, but refuse to forget their 
background. Toomsalu said. If 
Es- 


tonia were freed, he said he would not 
return until retirement, unless there 
was a shortage of engineers. • 


"I have a profession here, I went to 


school and got a college education 
here," he said. 


But the Estonians will fight for their 


country by warning the free world 
against communism, he said. 


THEY ALSO warn their children, 


while attempting to instill in them 
Estonian pride and tradition. 


"We feel it's very important the 


younger children know about the old 
country of their parents," he said. "IE 
Estonia is free sometime, the children 
will be curious enought to go visit." 


Or maybe even stay, using their tal- 


ents to build up Estonia once more, he 
added. 


City council 
Liability insurance 
policy approved 


The Des Plaines City Council Mpnday approved a new liability 


insurance policy just as- the city's current policy expired. 


The council approved a policy with the International Surplus 


Lines Insurance Co., Chicago, for an annual cost of $115,000. The 
city's current policy with the National Ben Franklin Insurance Co., 
Chicago, expired Monday. 


The company canceled the city's policy because of the increas- 


ing number of lasvsttits filed against the city. 


Although last year's policy cost $140,000, it provided complete 


coverage. The city's new policy is $25,000 cheaper, but provides 
$100.000 cleductable coverage. Under this policy, the city will pay 
the first $100.000 of each settlement. 


Des Plaines is one of many cities having trouble renewing insur- 


ance policies. Several insurance companies have dropped their 
municipal policies or added the deductable provisions because of 
the large number of lawsuits filed against municipalities, said 
Everett Huff, who handles the city's insurance policies for the C. 
J. Lauer Insurance Agency. Des Plaines. 


By adding the $100,000 deductable provision to the liability pol- 


icy, many of the smaller claims made against the companies will 
be eliminated. 


The city is still free to search for a cheaper policy despite 


Monday's action by the council. 


"If we should be able to find better coverage, we do have the 


opportunity to cancel, with a penalty fee," Aid. Danial Kisslinger, 
4th. said. 


Cily to reissue revenue bonds 


Des Plaines will save more than $100.000 by reissuing $2 million 


in revenue and general-obligation bonds at a lower interest rate. 


The city council Monday voted to refinance the bonds following a 


presentation by Edward Benjamin of the Benjamin and Lang Co., 
Chicago. 


The bonds were used to finance construction of the new police 


department building. 1420 Miner St., and the Behrel Parking 
Plaza. Lee and Ellinwood streets. 


The savings are possible because the mortgage market has 


changed, making it possible for the city to get lower interest rates 
through other financing, Benjamin said. 


The savings to the city will be realized during the next 16 years. 


March 21 is the deadline for bids on the reissued bonds.

Until Fannie died' Louis Roncoli 


had everything he wanted. 


He never was bored or lonely for a 


minute. He had a "very wonderful 
marriage," he says, and a successful 
business in 'New Jersey. 


But when Fannie disci in August 


19C9, all that changed. He enjoyed his 
job and his privacy, but his wife's 
death left an emptiness that took 
three years to fill: 


"COMMITMENTS HAVE been sa- 


cred in my life," he says. "When one 
commitment you make is terminated, 
you can make another." 


He tried volunteer work at a New 


York hospital for terminally ill cancer 
patients. He even planned to retire 
from the manufacturing company that 
he owned to do charity work full-time. 


But three years of living alone 


showed him it was time to find some- 
thing else. So, at 62, Roncoli decided 
to join a religious order. 


Five years later, Roncoli is known 


as Brother Louie, an administrative 
assistant at Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center in Elk Grove Village. 


"IT'S A DEFINITE advantage, hav- 


ing seen both worlds." Brother Louie 
says.' l;It makes me appreciate the 
problems and the good things out- 
side." 


He's a short man, with thinning 


gray hair, and he says he often sur- 
prises people when he tells them of 
his short tenure with the order. 


"It throws them as soon as I tell 


them I haven't been around for 50 
years," he says in his gravelly New 
York accent. 


"The trend is that the order is look- 


ing for more mature people to go into 
religious life," he adds. "Then you 
give them time to really appreciate if 
this is what they want." 


BROTHER LOUIE made his deci- 


sion in. 1972 when he entered an asso- 
ciates' program in Elizabeth, N.J. 


"I've always been religiously in- 


clined throughout my life," he says. 
"And I just couldn't see myself living 
with someone else." 


He has taken "simple vows" each 


year since 1974, which allow him to 
leave the order i[ he chooses, but 
Brother Louie said he's there to stay.

Vana allgedly used money from the 


orders to place bets at Arlington Park 
and other area race tracks.

Georgia, at a savings of $289 
million. 


The plan contained S8 billion to pay 


for the President's previously an- 
nounced economic stimulus program, 
which includes $50 per person rebates 
for taxpayers this spring.

Larry Stotts liked to feel important. He did it by helping people 


and animals. 


In fact the 19-year-old resident of 1701 Dennis Ln., Mount Pros- 


pect, received a commendation in July 1974 from Mount Prospect 
Police Chief Ralph J. Doncy for "alert action" in saving the life of 
a man who had fallen into a plate glass window outside his home 
on Judith Ann Drive. 


In his underwear one night. Larry ran from his home to the 


man's side, preventing him from bleeding to death by wrapping 
his arm in towels and calling police. 


Larry Stotts placed another call to police Sunday — a call that 


led to his arrest for the stabbing murder of a Mount Prospect 
store clerk. 


LARRY LIKED to help. It made him feel like someone special. 


That's why he stayed around the Mount Prospect police station for 
y> hours Sunday and Monday. He thought he was helping the 
police, his father, Robert Stotts, said, 


3ut at 4:45 p.m. Monday, Larry Stotts was arrested and charged 


with the stabbing death of Nargis Alvi. 27. wife of the owner of the 
K&G Food Mart. 1760 Algonquin Rd.. Mount Prospect. 


Mrs. Alvi. 395 Hawthorn Ct., was filling in for an ill cterk Sun- 


day when she was stabbed twice in the chest. 


Larry Stotts, who lives two blocks from the store, will appear at 


1:30 p.m. today for a preliminary hearing in the Mount Prospect 
branch of Cook County Circuit Court. 


POLICE SAY Larry stabbed Mrs. Alvi, mother of a nine-month- 


old child. The woman's body was found in a walk-in storage cool- 
er. Police say Larry called the authorities and reported finding a 
body. 


But Robert Stotts says his son told him a different story Monday

Work with animals good 
for soul, bad for wallet

"If I were selling dirty books 1 


probably could make millions. But 
I try to help animals, and I don't 
make anything." • 


Such is the plight of Bob Frank 


and his Society of St. Francis. A 
year and a half after chucking his 
S18,000-a-year job and 
founding 


the humane society, Frank, a 
dog's best friend, is broke. 


First came the second mortgage 


on his home, 400 Malburn Ave., 
Mount Prospect. Then he mort- 
gaged his car. Frank, 42, says his 
next loss will be the family heir- 
loom inherited from his mother — 
a diamond ring which soon will be 
pawned in exchange for another 
month's food or a new suit. 


"My wife (Pat) works part-time 


in a restaurant. That supplies the 
food," Frank said. "But other 
than that, forget it. I've borrowed 
on everything I own." The Franks 
have no other souce of income. 


WHEN HE ABANDONED his 


job as an auditor for the U. S 
Dept. of Agriculture in August 
1975 to champion the cause for his 
a n i m a l friends, Frank never 
dreamed he eventually would find 
himself 
drowning in 
financial 


straits. Now, he says, if he is not 
deluged with donations within the 
next couple of months, St. Francis 
will fold and he will be combing 
the streets for employment. 


"I haven't had a paycheck in a 


year and a half. But I'm not look- 


ing forward to finding a new job," 
Frank said. "I'd rather work with 
animals. There's a tremendous 
amounf of accomplishment when 
you save an animal from dying." 


Frank never asks the owner of' 


a pet to reimburse him for return- 
ing a lost animal. The pledges and 
promises are plentiful, he says, 
but few are kept. "People have 
lost their sense of feeling," he 
said. "It's all what they can get 
out of life, not what they can give 
life. If 1 per cent of the people in 
Cook County supported animals, 
the humane societies would be 
able to do a helluva lot better 
job."

Dist. 214 set 
to renovate 
high schools

With declining enrollment now be- 


lieved to be a short-term problem and 
no school closings projected within the 
"foreseeable future," officials in High 
School Dist. 214 again are turning 
their attention to making improve- 
ments in the district's schools. 


The Dist. 214 Board of Education 


has given the administration until 
June 1 to report to the board what 
physical improvements are needed in 
the district's eight schools, how much 
each improvement 
will cost, and 


which ones need to be done first. 


In developing its program for up- 


grading the district's physical facil- 
ities, the administration will consider 
recommendations made by the 1975 
citizens' committee 
which studied 


building needs. The 
administration 


will be free to add to, delete from or 
modify the recommendations made by 
the committee. Board Pres. Donald 
Hoeck said. 


"There are improvements required, 


in all our buildings, from Arlington 
High School, the oldest, to Buffalo 
Grove High School, the newest," he 
said. "What we do ultimately will be 
up to the Dist. 214 taxpayer because 
in all probability it will require a ref- 
erendum." 


THE BOARD HAD anticipated hold- 


ing a referendum two years ago to fi- 
nance the $24 million in needed build- 
ing improvements cited by the citi- 
zens' committee, Hoeck said. The 
move was postponed though when the 
board received projections for a 22 
per cent enrollment decline by the 
1983-84 school year and the possibility 
of school closings was brought up 


"Now we have new facts and fig- 


ures saying while there will be a 
downturn in enrollment it will turn 
around and we shouldn't have to close 
any schools for at least five years.'' 
Hoeck said. 


To dispel rumors and speculations 


regarding the possibility of school 
closings and to reassure the district's 
students, parents and staff members, 
the board Monday adopted a state- 
ment saying it has "no plans to close 
any Dist. 214 high school within the 
foreseeable future." 


Now the only remaining obstacle to 


addressing the physical needs of the 
district's schools is the proposed for- 
mation of an Elk Grove Township unit 
school district which would take away 
two Dist. 214 schools and 42 per cent 
of the district's assessed valuation. 


THE UNIT DISTRICT would com- 


bine Elk Grove High School, Elk 
Grove Village, and Forest View High 
School. Arlington Heights, with 21 Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59 elementary 
and junior high schools under one 
school board and administration. 


If formation of the unit district is ap- 


proved in an April 9 referendum, Dist. 
214's program for improving physical 
facilities will include only six high 
schools. If the unit district is voted 
down, the improvement program will 
include Forest View and Elk Grove 
high schools. 


Administrators are preparing build- 


ing improvement recommendations 
for both possibilities, Hoeck said. 


Building improvements 
suggested 


by the 1975 citizens' committee in- 
clude- 


• Arlington — complete removal of 


the core section of the building, built 
in 1922, and replacement with new 
classroom area. Fieldhouse, new boil- 
er, more land, new tennis courts and 
football lights. 


• Buffalo Grove — more land, foot- 


ball lights, tennis courts, baseball du- 
gouts and home economics lab. 


• Elk Grove — swimming pool, 


girls' gymnasium, power mechanics 
facility, special education wing, stage

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Heritage basin needs 
repairs, study: village 


Wheeling trustees Tuesday said 


they agree that flood control improve- 
ments should be made at the Heritage 
Park West retention basin, but de- 
clined to commit the village to specif- 
ic repairs without further study. 


David Phillips, Wheeling Parks su- 


perintendent, said he will meet with 
Metropolitan Sanitary District offi- 
cials Thursday in an effort to get 
them to complete promised improve- 
ments to the basin. He said an agree- 
ment with the village board would Im- 
prove chances of getting the sanitary 
district board to complete its phase of 
the work. 


WHEELING PARK District 
offi- 


cials and village officials have been 
trying for several years to get the 
MSD to finish promised improve- 
m e n t s on the basin. Originally 
planned as a boating and fishing area, 
the basin is described by parks offi- 
cials as "20 acres of gook." 


The park district donated the land 


for the retention basin to the village 
in 1069 with the understanding the re- 
tention area would be made suitable 
for boating and fishing. Park officials 
said the MSD failed to live up to an 
agreement providing for improve- 
ments. 


Park and village officials last week 


drew up a proposed agreement out- 
lining which agency would be respon- 
sible for flood control improvements 
to the basin. The proposal states the 
village will pay for a pond to filter 
sediment and a low flow bypass to 
keep surplus water from running into 
the basin. It also calls for the village 
to pay a portion of the cost for in- 
creasing the size of the basin at Wolf 
and Dundee roads. 


PHILLIPS SAID Thursday's meet- 


ing may be the last chance to get co- 
operation from the MSD in completing 
the basin. He said the MSD staff has 
withdrawn a recommendation that the 
sanitary district install a pump sta- 
tion at the basin. 


"This meeting is very crucial. If we 


don't put forward a good case, it may 
be the final say as to the MSD," he 
said. 


Phillips said the village and park 


officials are near agreement as to 
who will make needed improvements 
as to the retention basin. 


"The monkey is off our back on the 


back of the MSD," he said. 


Trustee John Cole said he has 


serious reservations about the village 
spending more money on the basin 
without further study.

Loneliness ceases by helping others 
Simple vow alters brother's life

Until Fannie died' Louis Roncoli 


had everything he wanted. 


He never was bored or lonely for a 


minute. He had a "very wonderful 
marriage," he says, and a successful 
business in New Jersey. 


But when Fannie died in August 


1969, all that changed. He enjoyed his 
job and his privacy, but his wife's 
death left an emptiness that took 
three years to fill. 


"COMMITMENTS HAVE been sa- 


cred in my life," he says. "When one 
commitment you make is terminated, 
you can make another." 


He tried volunteer work at a New 


York hospital for terminally ill cancer 
patients. He even planned to retire 
from the manufacturing company that 
he owned to do charity work full-time. 


But three years of living alone 


showed him it was time to find some- 


thing else. So, at 62, Roncoli decided 
to join a religious order. 


Five years later, Roncoli is known 


as Brother Louie, an administrative 
assistant at Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center in Elk Grove Village. 


"IT'S A DEFINITE advantage, hav- 


ing seen both worlds." Brother Louie 
says. "It makes me appreciate the 
problems and the good things out- 
side." 


He's a short man, with thinning 


gray hair, and he says he often sur- 
prises people when he tells them of 
his short tenure with the order. 


"It throws them as soon as I tell 


them I haven't been around for 50 
years," he says in his gravelly New 
York accent. 


"The trend is that the order is look- 


ing for more mature people to go into 
religious life," he adds. "Then you" 
give them time to really appreciate if 
this is what they want." 


BROTHER LOUIE made his deci- 


sion in 1972 when he entered an asso- 
ciates' program in Elizabeth, N.J. 


"I've always been religiously in- 


clined throughout my life," he says. 
"And I just couldn't see myself living 
with someone else." 


He has taken "simple vows" each 


year since 1974, which allow him to 
leave the order if he chooses, but 
Brother Louie said he's there to stay. 
"Actually, I made life vows the min- 
ute I entered," he says. 


THE NEW LIFE has taken him 


from his private apartment to sharing 
a house with 100 other brothers and his 
new job has made him "busier than 
I've ever been in my life." 


Beside his administrative work, he's 


involved in money raising for the hos- 
pital, the hospital's auxiliary, the vol- 
unteer program, the hospital board of 
trustees and six committees. 


But other than that, things are pret- 


ty much the same. 


"My life hasn't changed one iota 


since coming to the brothers," he 
says.. 


MEMORIES STILL remain vivid, 


he says, memories of former jobs and 
especially of Fannie, "a terrific per- 
son." 


"I guess that's why I miss her so 


much. I don't think I could ever put a 
marriage together like that again," he 
says, adding quickly, "and I'm not 
trying to." 


"I'm very happy with my decision," 


Brother Louie adds. Again, he has ev- 
erything he wants.

Enno Toomsalu knew Estonia when 


It was free, before it was swallowed 
by the western boundaries of the So- 
viet Union. 


In that memory and in hope for the 


future, he and hundreds of other Esto- 
nian immigrants will celebrate their 
country's Independence Day Saturday 
with songs and speeches at the Chi- 
cago Estonaln House, Estonian Lane 
in Prairie View. 


They will tell the story of their 


homeland's long years of struggling 
for independence, its finat triumph af- 
ter World War I, then its crushing de- 
feat after World War II. 


THEY WILL WARN against com- 


munism. And they will talk about to- 
morrow. 


"Everybody's working towards it 


and hoping one day Estonia will be 
free." Toomsalu said. He escaped Es- 
tonia in 1944. when he was 18 years 
old. He now Is an engineer for Under- 
writers Laboratories and resides in 


Mount Prospect. 


The older generation, which won 


freedom for Toomsalu's generation, 
may not expect to see a free Estonia 
again in their lifetime. But the 
wounds of their defeat hurt less with 
the knowledge their descendants will 
not give up. 


"This is especially for the older 


people," Toomsalu said of the Inde- 
pendence Day observance. "The older 
people can look at the younger people 
still carrying it on, which instills hope 
in them that Estonia will be free." 


ESTONIA IS THE northernmost of 


the Baltic countries, situated on the 
•vestern shores of the Baltic Sea. 
About 1.2 million persons inhabited 
18,000 square miles before World War 
II. 


Toomsalu did not know how many 


live in the country now, because the 
Soviets are trying to dilute its popu- 
lation with Russian people. 


Estonia has a history of captivity. 


The Germans were the first success- 


ful invaders, enslaving the Estonians 
in the 13th century. Two centuries lat- 
er, the country was attacked by Rus- 
sians, Poles and Swedes'. 


Russia defeated the Swedes in 1710, 


ruling the land until 1918. In that 
year, the Independent Republic of Es- 
tonia was formed. 


TOOMSALU WAS born in 1939 and 


grew up with little worry of the Rus- 
sian threat. But in 1939, the Soviet 
Army occupied Estonia, followed by 
Hitler's Wehrmacht and finally, in 
1944, by the Soviets. 


"We didn't believe something like 


this could happen," Toomsalu said, 
explaining his generation took free- 
dom for granted. 


But his parents' generation did not. 


Many committed suicide when the 
Russians invaded, he said. Others 
were shot, imprisoned or shipped-to 
Siberia. 


More than 70,000 Estonians fled the 


country to Western Europe in 1944. In 
the late 1940s and early 1950s, 25,000 


of those emigrated to the United 
States. 


THEY CANNOT go back even to vi- 


sit Estonia until it is free. 


"They consider it a crime that I es- 


caped from them," Toomsalu said. 


To assuage their longings for the 


small villages they left behind in the 
"Land 
of the White Midsummer 


Nights," 400 area Estonian families 
gather together on weekends and spe- 
cial occasions at the Estonian House. 


"Although we associate with our 


neighbors, the best friends and best 
times we ever have is with our Esto- 
nian friends," he said. 


A VERY MUSICAL people, they 


have choral and dance groups and 
programs at the house. They also 
have drama productions, bridge par- 
ties and Estonian classes. 


They consider themselves American 


citizens now, but refuse to forget their 
background, Toomsalu said. IE* Es- 
tonia were freed, he said he would not

due date and April 30. The penalty is 
1 per cent of the tax bill each month.

Larry Stotts liked to feel important. He did it by helping people 


and animals. 


In fact the 19-year-old resident of 1701 Dennis Ln.. Mount Pros- 


pect, received a commendation in July 1D74 from Mount Prospect 
Police Chief Ralph J Doncy for "alert action" in saving the life of 
a man who had fallen into a plale glass window outside his home 
on Judith Ann Drive. 


In his underwear one night, Larry ran from his home to the 


man's side, preventing him from bleeding to death by wrapping 
his arm in towels and calling police. 


Larry Stotts placed another call to police Sunday — a call that 


led to his arrest for the stabbing murder of a Mount Prospect 
store clerk. 


LARRY LIKED to help It made him feel like someone special. 


That's why he stayed around the Mount Prospect police station for 
29 hours Sunday and Monday. He thought he was helping tlie 
police, his father. Robert Stotts. said. 


But at 4'45 p.m Monday. Larry Stotts was arrested and charged 


with the stabbing death of Nargis Alvi, 27. wife of the owner of the 
K&G Food Mart. 17BO Algonquin Rd., Mount Prospect. 


Mrs. Alvi. 395 Hawthorn Ct.. was filling in for an ill cterk Sun- 


day when she was stabbed twice in the chest. 


Larry Stotts. who lives two blocks from the store, will appear at 


I-30 p.m. today for a preliminary hearing in the Mount Prospect 
branch of Cook County Circuit Court. 


POLICE SAY Larry stabbed Mrs. Alvi. mother of a nine-month- 


old child. The woman's body was found in a walk-in storage cool- 
er. Police say Larry called the authorities and reported finding a 
body. 


But Robert Stotts says his son told him a different story Monday

Work with animals good 
for sou/, bad for wallet

"If I were selling dirty books I 


probably could make millions. But 
I try to help animals, and I don't 
make anything." 


Such is the plight of Bob Frank 


and his Society of St. Francis. A 
year and a half after chucking his 
S18.000-a-year job and 
founding 


the humane society. Frank, a 
dog's best friend, is broke. 


First came .the second mortgage 


on his home. 400 Milburn Ave,, 
Mount Prospect. Then he mort- 
gaged his car. Frank, 42, says his 
next loss will be the family heir- 
loom inherited from his mother — 
a diamond ring which soon will be 
pawned in exchange for another 
month's food or a new suit. 


"My wife (Pat) works part-time 


in a restaurant. That supplies the 
food," Frank said. "But other 
than that, forget it. I've borrowed 
on everything I own." The Franks 
have no other souce of income. 


WHEN HE ABANDONED his 


job as an auditor for the U. S. 
Dept. of Agriculture in August 
1975 to champion the cause for his 
a n i m a l friends, Frank never 
dreamed he eventually would find 
himself 
drowning 
in 
financial 


straits. Now, he says, if he is not 
deluged with donations within the 
next couple of months, St. Francis 
will fold and he will be combing 
the streets for employment. 


'•I haven't had a paycheck in a 


year and a half. But I'm not look- 


ing forward to finding a new job." 
Frank said. "I'd rather work with 
animals. There's a tremendous 
amount of. accomplishment when 
you save an animal from dying." 


Frank never asks the owner of 


a pet to reimburse him for return- 
ing a lost animal. The pledges and 
promises are plentiful, he says, 
but few are kept. "People have 
lost their sense of feeling," he 
said. "It's ail what they can get 
out of life, not what they can give 
life. If 1 per cent of the people in 
Cook County supported animals, 
the humane societies would be 
able to do a helluva lot better 
job."

Budget plans 
for Dist. 21 
look good

Almost a year ago, Wheeling Town- 


ship Dist. 21 was in an uproar. With a 
$1 million budget deficit predicted for 
tills year, hundreds of teachers and 
residents jammed board of education 
meetings to protest the firing of 60 
teachers and other cutbacks. 


Now, as the district,begins its budg- 


et planning for the 1977-78 school 
year, administrators give a tentative- 
ly good forecast for the district's fi- 
nancial condition. 


No teacher cutbacks are expected 


and other large budget cuts experi- 
enced last year also will be avoided. 
school officials also say it may be pos- 
sible to restore some items cut last 
spring. 


"I think we're in fairly good shape 


for the moment,'' Supt. Kenneth Gill 
said. He said, however, the district's 
budget plans for next year are tenta- 
tive because the administration can 
only "make an educated guess as far 
as what our resources will be." 


LAST YEAR'S predicted deficit led 


to the 
elimination 
of 50 full-time 


teaching positions and prompted 
a 


confrontation between the board and 
teachers' 
union 
about 
the 
inter- 


pretation of the district's budget fig- 
ures. 


Many of the fired teachers were re-, 


hired this year because of attrition. 
About 
JO teaching positions were 


reinstated this fall when additional 
state aid and budget money became 
available. 


John Barger. associate superintend- 


ent, said although the district's spend- 
ing next year is expected to exceed its 
income there is a sufficient cash bal- 
ance to cover a deficit. 


''We are not planning any teacher 


cutbacks." Barger said. He paid en- 
rollment will drop in some schools but 
teachers will be transferred to other 
schools in Dist 21. 


IN THE 1977-78 school year the ra- 


tio of teachers to students will remain 
the same as this year. Barger said. In 
elementary schools the ratio will be 
one teacher to 21 students and in kin- 
dergarten it will be one teacher to 25 
students. In the junior high schools 
the ratio will be one teacher to 18.5 
students. 


In this school year's budget the 


board 
planned for a ratio of one 


teacher to 22 students. Barger said. 
That ratio was lowered this fall, how- 
ever, to one to 21- he said. 


The district also is setting a class 


size goal for 1977-73 of a maximum of 
25 students in the primary grades and 
30 
students 
in 
the 
intermediate 


grades. Barger said. He said no class 
size goai was set last year. 


Class size refers to the number of 


students assigned to a teacher for a 
period of instruction, and ratio refers 
to the number of staff members — 
including art. music, resource and 
classroom teachers — to students. 


GILL SAID THE district is proj- 


ecting its budget around class size be- 
cause "it is a high priority of the 
board of education and it seems to be 
a high priority of the community." 


In 1977-78 the district also is in- 


creasing its allocation for textbooks, 
school supplies, teaching materials 
and other nonsalary items. Barger 
said. 


T h e 
allocation 
in 
elementary 


schools will be $60 per pupil, an in- 
crease from S54 this year. In junior 
high schools the allocation will be S100 
per pupil, up from $84. he said. 


Barger said the increases in student 


allocations are the result of a 10 per 
cent inflation factor and the addition 
of supplies in the junior high schools. 


The district also may be able to re- 


store 
coordinator 
positions 
which 


were cut last year, Gill said. Other

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Dist. 214 ready 
for renovation 
of high schools

With declining enrollment now be- 


lieved to be a short-term problem and 
no school closings projected within the 
"foreseeable future," officials in High 
School Dist. 214 again arc turning 
their attention to making Improve- 
ments in the district's schools. 


The Dist. 214 Board of Education 


has given the administration until 
June 1 to report to the board what 
physical improvements are needed in 
the district's eight schools, how much 
each improvement 
will cost, and 


which ones need to be done first. 


In developing its program for up- 


grading the district's physical facil- 
ities, the administration will consider 
recommendations made by the 1D75 
citizens' committee which studied 
building needs. The administration 
will be free to add to, delete from or 
modify the recommendations made by 
the committee, Board Pres. Donald 
Hoeck said, 


"There are Improvements required 


In all our buildings, from Arlington 
High School, the oldest, to Buffalo 
Grove High School, the newest," he 
said. "What we do ultimately will be 
up to the Dist. 214 taxpayer because 
in all probability it will require a ref- 
erendum." 


THE BOARD HAD anticipated hold- 


ing a referendum two years ago to fi- 
nance the $24 million in needed build- 
ing improvements cited by the citi- 
zens' committee, Hoeck said. The 
move was postponed though when the 
board received projections for a 22 
per cent enrollment decline by the 
1983-84 school year and the possibility 
of school closings was brought up. 


"Now we have new facts and fig- 


ures saying while there will be a 
downturn in enrollment it will turn 
around and we shouldn't have to close 
any schools for at least five years," 
Hoeck said. 


To dispel rumors and speculations 


regarding the possibility of school 
closings and to reassure the district's 
students, parents and staff members, 
the board Monday adopted a state- 
ment saying it has "no plans to close 
any Dist. 214 high school within the 
foreseeable future." 


Now the only remaining obstacle to, 


addressing the physical needs of the 
district's schools is the proposed for- 
mation of an Elk Grove Township unit 
school district which would take away 
two Dist. 214 schools and 42 per cent 
of the district's assessed valuation. 


THE UNIT DISTRICT would com- 


bine Elk Grove High School, Elk 
Grove Village, and Forest View High 
School, Arlington Heights, with 21 Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59 elementary 
and junior high schools under one 
school board and administration. 


If formation of the unit district is ap- 


proved in an April 9 referendum, Dist. 
214's program for improving physical 
facilities will include only six high 
schools. If the unit district is voted 
down, the improvement program will 
include Forest View and Elk Grove 
high schools. 


Administrators are preparing build- 


ing improvement recommendations 
for both possibilities, Hoeck said. 


Building improvements 
suggested 


by the 1975 citizens' committee in- 
clude: 


• Arlington — complete removal of 


the core section of the building, built 
in 1922, and replacement with new 
classroom area. Fieldhouse, new boil- 


er, more land, new tennis courts and 
football lights. 


• Buffalo Grove — more land, foot- 


ball lights, tennis courts, baseball du- 
gouts and home economics lab. 


• Elk Grove — swimming pool, 


girls' gymnasium, power mechanics, 
facility, special education wing, stage 
classroom, greenhouse, driving range, 
storage space and stage loft. 


• Forest View — academic wing, 


fieldhouse, swimming pool, enlarge 
cafeteria, renovate art rooms to pro- 
vide space for practical arts, improve 
home economics labs, enlarge and im- 
prove library, renovate science labs 
and resource rooms. 


• Hersey — swimming pool, more

Beauty of Byzantine craft 


Christ's face reflected in mosaic

Nestled between, the stark, una- 


dorned architecture of medical office 
buildings and the Tri-State Tollway is 
a gracefully domed and ornate bas- 
tion of the mystical Greek Orthodox 
faith. 


Within that church, in rich color 


and intricate craftsmanship reminis- 
cent of Byzantine times, is the largest 
mosaic of Christ's face in the world. 


It looks down awesomely from the 


dome, 50 feet above the congregation 
of St. John the Baptist church, 2350 
Dempster St., Des 
Plaines. 
The 


head measures 14 feet in height and 
the eyes are each three feet wide. 


BECKONING WORSHIPERS is an- 


other massive mosaic one million 
minute tiles which together depict the 
B l e s s e d Virgin Mary with out- 
s t r e t c hed arms and the twelve 
Apostles. 


"Greek Orthodoxy is not comfort- 


able with just four walls," Rev. Em- 
manuael Lionikis, pastor of the 17- 
year-old congregation, explained. 


The church's love for pictorial rep- 


resentations 
of the Bible as 
in- 


spiration and a source of spiritual 
strength led John's to contract for the 
mosaics 2l/2 years ago, he said. 


Sirio Tonelli, an internationally fa- 


mous ecclesiastic artist, was selected' 
for the immense project. More than 
four million tiles were assembled first 


in Tonelli's native Italy. Tonelli now 
is a United States citizen living in Chi- 
cago. 


WHEN COMPLETED, the mosaics 


were cut into rectangles the size of a 
book and shipped to St. John's. Italian 
workers 
accompanied 
the 
panels, 


spending two months cementing each 
piece to the walls and ceiling. 


The scaffolding was dissembled in 


December, leaving the breathtaking 
masterpiece in the once-barren dome. 


The mosaics on the walls replaced 


hanging paintings. 


Many 
Greek 
Orthodox 
churches 


have paintings on their walls and in 
their domes — always of the tradition- 
al Jesus face and Blessed Virgin with 


the Christ-child. 


"But we asked the artist . . . to 


make the church the most beautiful in 
the area," Lionikis said. Tonelli did so 
by executing his designs completely in 
mosaic tile, instead of oil paints. 


LIONIKIS WOULD not reveal the 


cost of the work, but said an exact 
replica would cost at least $200.000. 


The congregation of 525 families 


paid Tonelli with donations. 


"Why have it?" he said. "Because 


it reminds us of what Christ is for us . 
. . It's inspiring." 


The Greek Orthodox look upon pic- 


tures as they do the Bible, he said. 


"Icons are God's Word in pictures . 


. . they tell us the story, perhaps 
more so than the words do." 


Festivities to mark Estonian independence

Enno Toomsalu know Estonia when 


It was free, before it was swallowed 
by the western boundaries of the So- 
viet Union. 


In that memory and in hope for the 


future, he and hundreds of other Esto- 
nian immigrants will celebrate their 
country's Independence Day Saturday 
with songs and speeches at the Chi- 
cago Estonain House, Estonian Lane 
in Prairie View. 


They will tell the story of their 


homeland's long years of struggling 
for independence, its final triumph af- 
ter World War I, then its crushing de- 
feat after World War II. 


THEY WILL WARN against com- 


munism. And they will talk about to- 


morrow. 


"Everybody's working towards it 


and hoping one day Estonia will be 
free," Toomsalu said. He escaped Es- 
tonia in 1944. when he was 18 years 
old. He now is an engineer for Under- 
writers Laboratories and resides • in 
Mount Prospect. 


The older generation, which won 


freedom for Toomsalu's generation, 
may not expect to see a free Estonia 
again 
in their 
lifetime. 
But 
the 


wounds of their defeat hurt less with 
the knowledge their descendants will 
not give up. 


"This is especially for the older 


people.'1 Toomsalu said of the Inde- 
pendence Day observance. "The older 
people can look at the younger people 


still carrying it on, which instills hope 
in them that Estonia will be free." 


ESTONIA IS THE northernmost of 


the Baltic countries, situated on "the 
western shores of the Baltic Sea. 
About 1.2 million persons inhabited 
18.000 square miles before World War 
II. 


Toomsalu did not know how many 


live in the country now, because the 
Soviets are trying to dilute its popu- 
lation with Russian people. 


Estonia has a history of captivity. 


The Germans were the first success- 
ful invaders, enslaving the Estonians 
in the 13th century. Two centuries lat- 
er, the country was attacked by Rus- 
sians, Poles and Swedes. 


Russia defeated the Swedes in 1710, 


ruling the land until 1918. In that 
year, the Independent Republic of Es- 
tonia was formed. 


TOOMSALU WAS born in 1939 and 


grew up witli little worry of the Rus- 
sian threat. But in 1939, the Soviet 
Army occupied Estonia, followed by 
Hitler's Wehrmacht and finally, in 
1944, by the Soviets. 


"We didn't believe something like 


this could happen," Toomsalu said, 
explaining his generation took free- 
dom for granted. 


But his parents' generation did not. 


Many committed suicide when the 
Russians invaded, he said. Others 
were shot, imprisoned or shipped to 
Siberia. 


More than 70,000 Estonians fled the 
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Court to review Winchester ruling 


country to Western Europe in 1944. In 
the late 1940s and early 1950s, 25,000 
of those emigrated 
to the United 


States. 


THEY CANNOT go back even to vi- 


sit Estonia until it is free. 


"They consider it a crime that I es- 


caped from them," Toomsalu said. 


To assuage their longings for the 


small villages they left behind in the 
"Land 
of 
the 
White Midsummer 


Nights," 400 area Estonian families 
gather together on weekends and spe- 
cial occasions at the Estonian House. 


"Although we associate with our 


neighbors, the best friends and best 
times we ever have is with our Esto- 
nian friends," he said.

Carter Tuesday asked Congress to in- 
crease Gerald Ford's 1978 budget by 
$19.4 billion, saying the money is 
needed to finance advancements in 
energy, social programs and the econ- 
omy. 


Carter called the changes "impor- 


tant first steps toward a federal gov- 
ernment that is more effective and re- 
sonsive to our people's needs." 


Among 
surprises 
were 
Carter's 


request for legislation to control hos- 
pital bills and a freeze on Medicare 
premiums for 25.4 million elderly and 
disabled Americans for 15 months be- 
ginning in July. 


HE ALSO URGED the elimination 


of 19 water resources projects across 
the nation, including one in his home 
state of Georgia, at a savings of $289 
million. 


The plan contained $8 billion to pay 


for the President's previously an- 
nounced economic stimulus program, 
which includes $50 per person rebates 
for taxpayers this spring. 


House 
Speaker 
Thomas 
O'Neill 


promised Congress would undertake a 
"complete review" of Carter's pack- 
age but predicted "we will be within a 
ballpark figure of what the President 
recommended." 


In the energy field, Carter shifted 


the emphasis of previous adminis- 
trations from long-range goals, such 
as construction of nuclear breeder re- 
actors to short-term needs such as 
conservation and storage of petro- 
leum. 


CARTER ASKED for initial funding 


of $2 billion in loan guarantees to en- 
courage energy conservation. Also in- 
cluded were grants to states to set up 
offices to represent consumers before

f.arry Stotts liked to feel important. He did it by helping people 


and annuals. 


In fact the 19-year-old resident of 1701 Dennis Ln., Mount Pros- 


pect, received a commendation in July 1974 from Mount Prospect 
Police Chief Ralph J. Doncy for "alert action" in saving the life of 
a man who had fallen into a plate glass window outside his home 
on Judith Ann Drive 


In his underwear one night. Larry ran from his home to the 


man's side, preventing him from bleeding to death by wrapping 
his arm in towels and calling police. 


Larry Stotts placed another call to police Sunday — a call that 


led to his arrest for the stabbing murder of a Mount Prospect 
store clerk. 


LARRY LIKED to help. It made him feel like someone special. 


That's why he stayed around the Mount Prospect police station for 
20 hours Sunday and Monday. He thought he was helping the 
police, his father, Robert Stotts, said. 


But at 4:45 p.m. Monday. Larry Stotts was arrested and charged 


with the stabbing death of Nargis Alvi, 27, wife of the owner of the 
K&G Food Mart, 1760 Algonquin Rd., Mount Prospect. 


Mrs. Alvi, 395 Hawthorn Ct., was filling in for an ill cterk Sun- 


day when she was stabbed twice in the chest. 


Larry Stotts. who lives two blocks from the store, will appear at 


1:30 p.m. today for a preliminary hearing in the Mount Prospect 
branch of Cook County Circuit Court. 


POLICE SAY Larry stabbed Mrs. Alvi. mother of a nine-month- 


old child. The woman's body was found in a walk-in storage cool- 
er. Police say Larry called the authorities and reported finding a 
body. 


But Robert Stotts says his son told him a different story Monday

Work with animals good 
for soul, bad for wallet

"If I were selling dirty books I 


probably could make millions. But 
I try to help animals, and I don't 
make anything." 


Such is the plight of Bob Frank 


and his Society of St. Francis. A 
year and a half after chucking his 
$18,000-a-year job and founding 
the humane society, Frank, a 
dog's best friend, is broke. 


First came the second mortgage 


on his home, 400 Milburn Ave., 
Mount Prospect. Then he mort- 
gaged his car. Frank, 42, says his 
next loss will be the family heir- 
loom inherited from his mother — 
a diamond ring which soon will be 
pawned in exchange for another 
month's food or a new suit. 


"My wife (Pat) works part-time 


in a restaurant. That supplies the 
food," Frank said. "But other 
than that, forget it. I've borrowed 
on everything I own." The Franks 
have no other souce of income. 


WHEN HE ABANDONED his 


job as an auditor for the U. S. 
Dept. of Agriculture in August 
1975 to champion the cause for his 
a n i m a l friends, Frank never 
dreamed he eventually would find 
himself 
drowning 
in 
financial 


straits. Now, he says, if he is not 
deluged with donations within the 
next couple of months, St. Francis 
will fold and he will be combing 
the streets for employment. 


"I haven't had a paycheck in a 


year and a half. But I'm not look- 


ing forward to finding a new job," 
Frank said. "I'd rather work with 
animals. There's a tremendous 
amount of accomplishment when 
you save an animal from dying." 


Frank never asks the'owner of 


a pet to reimburse him for return- 
ing a lost animal. The pledges and 
promises are plentiful, he says, 
but few are kept. "People have 
lost their sense of feeling," he 
said. "It's ail what they can get 
out of life, not what they can give 
life. If 1 per cent of the people in 
Cook County supported animals, 
the humane societies would be 
able to do a helluva lot better 
job."

An after-school child-care program 


will be available in Elk Grove Town- 
ship Dist. 59 beginning next month. 


The Dist. 59 Board of Education 


Monday voted 4 - 2 to help finance a 
60-day pilot child-care program at 
Clearmont Schoolv 280 Clearmont Dr., 
Elk Grove Village; and Jay School, 
1835 W. Pheasant Tr.. Mount Pros- 
pect. The program will begin March 
14. 


Board member David-Zommer was 


absent and board members Emil 
Bahnmaier and Paul Kucharski op- 
posed the $1,500 allocation for the pro- 
gram. 


THE PROGRAM WILL be week- 


days from 3:30 to 6 p.m. at the two 
schools and will offer remedial les- 
sons, study groups, quiet game activi- 
ties, arts and crafts projects and rec- 
reational activities. 


Principals will accept 
applications 


for students in kindergarten through 
grade five. Parents will pay SI a day 
for each child enrolled. 


Each center will have a minimum 


enrollment of 25 students supervised 
by two adults who may or may not be 
teachers, Merlyn Swanson, Dist. 59 
administrator of educational services, 
said. Aides will be added if enroll- 
ment increases. 


THE DETAILS OF the program 


were established by a committee rep- 
resenting Dist. 59, the Elk Grove 
Township Park District and Elk Grove 
Community Service. 


The initial idea for an after-school 


child-care program came from Clear- 
mont Principal Anthony Mostardo and 
Jay Principal Joan Gifford who said 
they recognized many students had 
both parents working outside the home 
and had little supervision between the 
end of the school day and the dinner 
hour.

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Dist. 214 ready 
for renovation 
of high schools

With declining enrollment now be- 


lieved to be a short-term problem and 
no school closings projected within the 
"foreseeable future," officials in High 
School Dist. 214 again are turning 
their attention to making improve- 
ments in the district's schools. 


the Dist. 214 Board of Education 


has given the administration until 
June 1 to report to the board what 
physical improvements are needed in 
the district's eight, schools, how much 
each improvement 
will cost, and 


which ones, need to be done first. 


In developing its program for up 


grading the district's physical facil- 
ities, the administration will consider 
recommendations made by the 1975 
citizens' 
committee 
which studied 


building needs. The administration 
will be free to add to, delete from or 
modify the recommendations made by 
the committee. Board Pres. Donald 
Hoeck said. 


"There are improvements required 


in all our buildings, from Arlington 
High School, the oldest, to Buffalo 
Grove High School, the newest." he 
said. "What we do ultimately will be 
up to the Dist. 214 taxpayer because 
in all probability it will require a ref- 
erendum." 


THE BOARD HAD anticipated hold- 


Ing a referendum two years ago to fi- 
nance the $24 million in needed build- 
ing improvements cited by the citi- 
zens' committee, Hoeck said. The 
move was postponed though when the 
board received projections for a 22 
per cent enrollment decline by the 
1983-84 school year and the possibility 
of school closings was brought up. 


"Now we have new facts and fig- 


ures saying while there will be a 
downturn in enrollment it will turn 
around and we shouldn't have to close 
any schools for at least five years," 
Hoeck said. 


To dispel rumors and speculations 


regarding the possibility of school 
closings and to reassure the district's 
students, parents and staff members, 
the board Monday adopted a state- 
ment saying It has "no plans to close 
any Dist. 214 high school within the 
foreseeable future." 


Now the only remaining obstacle to 


addressing the physical needs of the 
district's schools is the proposed for- 
mation of an Elk Grove Township unit 
school district which would take away 
two Dist. 214 schools and 42 per cent 


of the district's assessed valuation. 


THE UNIT DISTRICT would com- 


bine Elk Grove High School, Elk 
Grove Village, and Forest View High 
School, Arlington Heights, with 21 Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59 elementary 
and junior high schools under one 
school board and administration. 


If formation of the unit district is ap- 


proved in an April 9 referendum, Dist. 
214's program for improving physical 
facilities will include only six high 
schools. If the unit district is voted 
down, the improvement program will 
include Forest View and Elk Grove 
high schools. 


Administrators are preparing build- 


ing improvement recommendations 
for both possibilities, Hoeck said. 


Building improvements 
suggested 


by the 1975 citizens' committee in- 
clude: 


• Arlington — complete removal of 


the core section of the building, built 
in 1922. and replacement with new 
classroom area. Fieldhouse, new boil- 
er, more land, new tennis courts and 
football lights. 


• Buffalo Grove — more land, foot-

Loneliness ceases by helping others 
Simple vow alters brother's life

Until Fannie died- Louis Roncoli 


had everything he wanted. 


He never was bored or lonely for a 


minute. He had a "very wonderful 
marriage," he says, and a successful 
business in 'New Jersey. 


But when Fannie died in August 


1969, all that changed. He enjoyed his 
job and his privacy, but his wife's 
death left an emptiness that took 
three years to fill. 


"COMMITMENTS HAVE been sa- 


cred in my life," he says. "When one 
commitment you make is terminated, 
you can make another." 


He tried volunteer work at a New 


York hospital for terminally ill cancer 
patients. He even planned to retire 
from the manufacturing company that 
he owned to do charity work full-time. 


But three years of living alone 


showed him it was time to find some- 
thing else. So, at 62, Roncoli decided 
to join a religious order. 


Five years later, Roncoli is known 


as Brother Louie, an administrative 
assistant al Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center in Elk Grove Village. 


"IT'S A DEFINITE advantage, hav- 


jng seen both worlds." Brother Louie 
says. "It makes me appreciate the 
problems and the good things out- 
side." 


He's a short man, with thinning 


gray hair, and he says he often sur- 
prises" people when he tells them of 
his short tenure with the order. 


"It throws them as soon as I tell 


them I haven't been around for 50 
years," he says in his gravelly New 
York accent. 


"The trend is that the order is look- 


ing for more mature people to go into 
religious life," he adds. "Then you 
give them time to really appreciate if 
this is what they want." 


BROTHER LOUIE made his deci- 


sion in 1972 when he entered an asso- 
ciates' program in Elizabeth, N.J. 


"I've always been religiously in- 


clined throughout my life," he says. 
"And I just couldn't see myself living 
with someone else." 


He has taken "simple vows" each 


year since 1974, which allow him to 
leave the .order if he chooses, but 
Brother Louie said he's there to stay. 
"Actually, I made life vows the min- 
ute I entered," he says. 


THE NEW LIFE has taken him 


from his private apartment to sharing 
a house with 100 other brothers and his 


Juvenile court branch reports conflict 


new job has made him "busier than 
I've ever been in my life.'1 


Beside his administrative work, he's 


involved in money raising for the hos- 
pital, the hospital's auxiliary, the vol- 
unteer program, the hospital board of 
trustees and six committees.

"My life hasn't changed one iota 


since coming to the brothers,"' he 
says. 


MEMORIES STILL remain vivid, 


he says, memories of former jobs and 
especially of Fannie, "a terrific per- 
son.'' 


"I guess that's \vliy I miss her so 


much. I don't think I could ever put a 
marriage together like that again." he 
says, adding quickly, "and I'm not 
trying lo " 


"I'm very happy with my decision." 


Brother Louie adds. Again, he has ev- 
erything he wants.

Corp., 2375 Touhy Ave.. are stopped 
temporarily because the company is 
improperly storing methanol, com- 
monly known us wood alcohol. 


Deputy Fire Chief Charles Henrici 


said he is not sure how much meth- 
anol was stored at the company Mon- 
day, but it is kept in mobile storage 
tanks with a capacity of more than 
60.000 gallons.

only 1.100 gallons of a flammable liq- 
uid may be stored in mobile tanks. 


Henrici said the company also dis- 


penses the flammable liquid improp- 
erly, using portable pumps and hoses 
rather than the required piping sys- 
tem. 


An order to stop operations until the 


violations are corrected was issued 
Monday night. A company spokesman 
•aid the company is considering dis- 


continuing use of the methanol, Hen- 
rici said. 


The company manufactures wind- 


shield cleaner. Henrici said the meth- 
anol is not dangerous after it has been 
diluted with nonflammable materials, 
and the fire department is studying 
whether the company needs a special 
mixing room for the process. 


However, Henrici said the company 


cannot use methanol until permanent 
storage tanks and a dispensing sys- 
tem is installed. 


REGULATIONS STATE THAT mo- 


bile tanks may be used to store mate- 
rials for up to 72 hours, but then they 
must be transferred to permanent 
storage facilities, a fire department 
spokesman said. 


The fire department report said the 


company is using two railroad tanker 
cars, each with a capacity of 30,000 
gallons, and one truck-tanker, which 
has a capacity between 3,000 and 8,000 
gallons, for its permanent storage fa- 
cilities. 


Company officials were unavailable 


for comment.

and animals 


In fact the 19-year-old resident of 1701 Dennis Ln.. Mount Pros- 


pect, received a commendation in Juh 1974 from Mount Prospect 
Police Chief Ralph J. Doney for "alert action" in saving the life of 
a man who had fallen into a plate glass window outside his home 
on Judith Ann Drive. 


In his underwear one night. Larry ran from his home to the 


man's side, preventing him from bleeding to death by wrapping 
his arm in towels and calling police. 


Larry Stotts placed another call to police Sunday — a call that 


led to his arrest for the stabbing murder of a Mount Prospect 
store clerk. 


LARRY LIKED to help. It made him feel like someone special. 


That's why he stayed around the Mount Prospect police station for 
29 hours Sunday and Monday. He thought he was helping the 
police, his father. Robert Stotts. said. 


But at 4:45 p m Monday, Larry Stotts was arrested and charged 


with the stabbing death of Nargis Alvi. 27. wife of the owner of the 
K&G Food Mart. 1760 Algonquin Rd.. Mount Prospect.

Work with animals good 
for sou/, bad for wallet

"If 1 were selling dirty books I 


probably could make millions. But 
I try to help animals, and I don't 
make anything." 


Such is the plight of Bob Frank 


and his Society of St. Francis. A 
year and a half after chucking his 
Sl8,000-a-year job and 
founding 


the humane society, Frank, a 
dog's best friend, is broke. 


First came the second mortgage 


on his home, 400 Milburn Ave., 
Mount Prospect. Then he mort- 
gaged his car. Frank, 42. says his 
next loss will be the family heir- 
loom inherited from his mother — 
a diamond ring which soon will be 
pawned in exchange for another 
month's food or a new suit. 


"My wife (Pat) works part-time 


in a restaurant. That supplies the 
food," 
Frank said. "But other 


than that, forget it. I've borrowed 
on everything I own." The Franks 
have no other souce of income. 


WHEN HE ABANDONED his 


job as an auditor for the U. S. 
Dept. of Agriculture in August 
1975 to champion the cause for his 
a n i m a l friends, Frank never 
dreamed he-eventually would find 
himself 
drowning 
in 
financial 


straits. Now, he says, if he is not 
deluged with donations within the 
next couple of months, St. Francis 
will fold and he will be combing 
the streets for employment. 


"I Haven't had a paycheck in a 


year and a half. But I'm not look- 


ing forward to finding a new job," 
Frank said. "I'd rather work with 
animals. There's a tremendous 
amount of accomplishment when 
you save an animal from dying." 


Frank never asks the owner of 


a pet to reimburse him for return- 
ing a lost animal. The pledges and 
promises are plentiful, he says. 
but few are kept. "People have 
lost their sense of feeling." he 
said. ''It's all what they can get 
out of life, not what they can give 
life. If 1 per cent of the people in 
Cook County supported animals, 
the humane societies would be 
able to do a helluva lot better 
job."

214 ready 
for renovation 
of high schools

With declining enrollment now be- 


lieved to be a short-term problem and 
no school closings projected within the 
"foreseeable future," officials in High 
School Dist 214 again are turning 
their attention to making improve- 
ments in the district's schools. 


The Dist. 214 Board of Education 


has given the administration until 
June 1 to report to the board what 
physical improvements are needed m 
the district's eight schools, how much 
each Improvement will cost, and 
which ones need to be done fust. 


In developing its program for up- 


grading the district's physical facil- 
ities, the administration will consider 
recommendations made by the 1975 
citizens' committee 
which studied 


building needs. The administration 
will be free to add to, delete from or 
modify the recommendations made by 
the committee, Board Pres Donald 
Hoeck said. 


"There are improvements required 


in all our buildings, from Arlington 
High School, the oldest, to Buffalo 
Grove High School, the newest," he 
said. "What we do ultimately will be 
up to the Dist. 214 taxpayer because 
in all probability it will require a ref- 
erendum." 


THE BOARD MAD anticipated hold- 


Ing a referendum two years ago to fi- 
nance the $24 million in needed build- 
ing improvements cited by the citi- 
zens' committee. Hoeck said. The 
move was postponed though when the 
board received projections for a 22 
per cent enrollment decline by the 
1983-84 school year and the possibility 
of school closings was brought up. 


"Now we have new facts and fig- 


ures saying while there wilt be a 
clounUnn In enrollment it wilt turn 
around and we shouldn't have to close 
any schools for at least five years," 
Hoeck said. 


To dispel rumors and speculations 


regarding the possibility of school 
closings and to reassure the district's 
students, parents and staff members, 
the board Monday adopted a state- 
ment saying it has "no plans to close 
any Dist. 214 high school within the 
foieseeable future." 


Now the only remaining obstacle to 


addressing the physical needs of the 
district's schools is the proposed for- 
mation of an Elk Grove Township unit 
school district which would take away 
two Dist. 214 schools and 42 per cent 


of the district's assessed valuation. 


THE UNIT DISTRICT would com- 


bine Elk Grove High School, Elk 
Grove Village, and Forest View High 
School, Arlington Heights, with 21 Elk 
Grove Township Dist 59 elementary 
and junior high schools under one 
school board and administration. 


If formation of the unit district is ap- 


proved in an April 9 referendum, Dist. 
214's program for improving physical 
facilities will include only six high 
schools. If the unit district is voted 
down, the improvement program will 
include Forest View and Elk Grove 
high schools. 


Administrators are preparing build- 


ing improvement 
recommendations 


for both possibilities, Hoeck said.

Loneliness ceases by helping others 
Simple vow alters brother's life

Until Fannie died. Louis Roncoli 


had everything he wanted. 


He never was bored or lonely for a 


minute. He had a "very wonderful 
marriage," he says,.and a successful 
business in 'New Jersey. 


But when Fannie died in August 


1969, all that changed. He enjoyed bis 
job and his privacy, but his wife's 
death left an emptiness that' took 
three years to fill. 


"COMMITMENTS HAVE been sa- 


cred, in my life," he says. "When one 
commitment you make is terminated, 
you can make another." 


He tried volunteer work at a New 


York hospital for terminally ill cancer 


patients. He even planned to retire 
from the manufacturing company that 
he owned to do charity work full-time. 


But three years of living alone 


showed him it was time to find some- 
thing else. So, at 62, Roncoli decided 
to join a religious order. 


Five years later, Roncoli is known 


as Brother Louie, an administrative 
assistant at Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center in Elk Grove Village. 


"IT'S A DEFINITE advantage, hav- 


ing seen both worlds," Brother Louie 
says. "It.makes me appreciate the 
problems and the good things out- 
side." 


He's a short man, with thinning 


gray hair, and he says he often sur- 


prises people when he tells them of 
his short tenure with the order. 


"It throws them as soon as I tell 


them I haven't been around for 50 
years," he says in his gravelly New 
York accent. 


"The trend is that the order is look- 


ing for more mature people to go into 
religious life," he adds. "Then you 
give them time to really appreciate if 
this is what they want." 


BROTHER LOUIE made his deci- 


sion in 1972 when he entered an asso- 
ciates' program in Elizabeth, N J. 


"I've always been religiously in- 


clined throughout my life," he says. 
"And I just couldn't see myself living 
with someone else."

As the law stands now, 
only voters in Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59 will be eligible to vote. 


The proposed unit district would 


combine Dist. 59 elementary schools 
with Forest View and Elk Grove high 
schools which are now in Dist. 214. 


Sponsoring legislators said they are 


optimistic that their bill to change the 
voter eligibilty requirements for unit 
district referendums will be passed by 
the House, but they are not sure what 
will happen in the Senate after Sen. 
David Regner, R-Mount Prospect, in- 
troduces a bill there. 


A similar bill passed in the House 


last year, but was defeated in the Sen- 
ate elections committee on "a party- 
line vote," Regner said. 


"The Republicans v.ere for it and 


the Democrats were agmst it," he 
said. "When I see what the committee 
makeups are this week I'll have a bet- 
ter idea of what kind of chance we 
have." 


SIRS. MACDONALD said it will be 


about three weeks before the bill goes 
through committee hearings and gets 
the required three readings on the 
House floor. From there it will go to 
the Senate where Regner estimates it 
will take another three weeks before 
there is a vote. 


"What we're asking for isn't without 


precedent," Mrs. 
Macdonald said. 


"The law already states that no part 
of a county can disannex itself with- 
out the voters in the whole county 
having a say." 


Although passage o£ the bill would 


have a direct impact on the Elk 
Grove Township unit district situ- 
ation, Mrs Macdonald said her spon- 
sorship of the bill reaches beyond any 
local situation. 


The High School Dist. 214 Board of 


Education already has decided to 
challenge the constitutionality of the 
current state law. The first step will 
be to seek a court injunction to delay 
the unit district referendum.

Estimate postponed 
on Cutting Hall 


Approval of a cost estimate for the renovation of Palatine High 


School's Cutting Hall was postponed Tuesday by the Palatine Park 
Board because it may duplicate an estimate which is being pre- 
pared for the Village of Palatine. 


Palatine Village Pres. Wendell Jones told the board that the 


village's cost study for renovation of the entire high school build- 
ing, 150 E. Wood St., woul-inclucle estimates for Cutting Hall. The 
park board had planned to vote Tuesday whether to spend about 
$500 for estimates on the auditorium. 


Jones said estimates on the high school renovation project 


should be ready by March 7. On March 8 the park board will vote 
on the April 19 scheduling of a referendum to purchase and reno- 
vate the old high school. 


The village and park district have considered for more than a 


year the possibility of converting the high school into a municipal 
building. 


Hall to check disannex land plan 


The board asked Park Director Fred Hall to find out more about 


a proposed 138-home subdivision near the Ela and Algonquin roads 
intersection before making a commitment to disannex the land. 


Hall said representatives of Arlingdale Development Co. asked if 


the Palatine Park Board would disannex the land so it could be 
annexed Into the Hoffman Estates Park Dist. 


The developers' plans call for 138 single-family homes, priced at 


between $80.000 and $100,000. The subdivision would be worth about 
$10.000 in taxes to the park district. 


"I think you're stupid if you give it away," said Corar. Thomas 


Patten. Patten has objected in the past to disannexations because 
of the loss of tax revenues from those areas. 


March 1 deadline quoted 
High school sale price sought 


Palatine officials have asked the 


High School Dist. 211 Board of Educa- 
tion to give the village a "rock bot- 
tom" purchase price for the old Pala- 
tine High School by March 1. 


In a letter to Robert Creek, school 


board president, Village Mgr. Anton 
H. Harwig said the village must have 
the price quote so it can provide vot- 
ers with pertinent information for a 
May advisory referendum to decide if 
the building at 150 E. Wood St., should 
be purchased for use as as a village 
hall. 


"To complete the cost factors in- 


volved in the referendum presenta- 
tions, it is imperative that the village 
board be privileged to your board's 
lowest 
acceptable "price," Harwig 


said. 


The purchase price along with cost 


estimates for remodeling the building 
versus adding on to the current vil- 
lage hall will be presented in the ref- 
erendum. Voters will be asked to de- 
cide which 
alternative the board 


should select. 


THE VILLAGE HAS hired the ar- 


chitectural firm of Loebl, Schlossman 
and Hackl to prepare cost estimates 
for remodeling the building for munic- 
ipal use. The architect's report is due 
March 7. 


Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones also 


responded to a letter from Waldon 
Degner, president of the Palatine 
Park District board, requesting a 
copy of the architect's report when it 
is available 


Degner said the information will be 


used for the park district's April 19 


referendum asking voters to approve 
the sale of $21)0,000 in general obliga- 
tion bonds to fund its share of the cost 
of the school property. 


Jones said the report would be 


made available to the park district. 
He said in his letter he has offered 
Creek $305,000, including the park dis- 
trict's $200.000 offer, for the 11-acre 
site al 150 E Wood St., but the offer 
was rejected. 


Jones said Creek has told him dur- 


ing private negotiations the minimum 
price he wants for the site is $750.000, 
an amount Jones said is too high. 
Creek has declined to state publically 
a selling price for the site. 


"I BELIEVE IF THE use of the old 


Palatine High School proves not to be 
cost effective for the village, the vil- 


lage would support your previous of- 
fer to acquire the total site for park 
purposes,'1 Jones said in the letter. 


The park district made an offer to 


Creek of S200.00Q for the site, a pro- 
posal which al=o was rejected by the 
Dist. 211 board president. 


Jones said he felt the park district's 


offer for the land alone was reason- 
able based on an estimated value of 
about S20.000 per acre. 


If the site is obtained for govern- 


mental use. only the 1965 portion of 
the building and Cutting Hall would 
be used. The remainder of the build- 
ing would be razed. 


"I've talked to three of the best real 


estate people in town and they tell me 
all the land is worth is $20.000 an 
acre," Jones said.

Union bilk arrested 


An operator of a cab company in 


DBS Plalnes and Palatine who is ac- 
cused of bilking more than $400,000 
out of the Western Union Telegraph 
Co. is being returned to Cook County 
today to face charges of grand theft. 


Richard T. Vana, 53, of 966 Howard 


St., Des Plaines. was arrested Mon- 
day in Mount Vernon. III., at the home 
of a girlfriend. He is being held in lieu 
of $75.000 bond. 


In September. Vana was indicted on 


three counts of theft for stealing the 
money through a phony money order 
scheme. Vana. a local Western Union 
agent who operated three Des Plaines 
cab companies, allegedly stole the 
cash between Feb. 13 and Aug. 10 of 
1976. 


VANA DISAPPEARED in Septem- 


ber 1976. A nationwide search ended 
in Mount Vernon, where Jefferson 
County Sheriff Bill Hill said Vana had 
taken a job driving a cab about a 
week ago under the name John Lubo. 


Police staked out the house of 


Vana's girlfriend, Mary Ann Robin- 
son. 
37, and arrestd Vana Monday 


morning. Hill said. Ms. Robinson also 
was arrested, and charged with con- 
cealing and aiding a fugitive. She was 
released on $5.000 bond. 


Vana's bond first was set at $50,000, 


and later increased to $75,000. 


He will be turned over to 
Cook 


County Sheriff's police, and will ap- 
pear at a bond hearing today in Chi- 
cago, where a court date in circuit 
court will be set. 


VANA WILL BE held in Cook Coun- 


ty Jail to await trial. 


Vana was operator of the Martin 


Cab Co., at 1501 S. Miner St., Des 
Plaines. The cab company also pro- 
vides service to Palatine. 


Vana also was owner of the Two- 


Tone Cab Co. and 'Jack's Cab Co., 
both of Des Plaines. 


Vana. whose cab company had a 


contract with Western Union to deliv- 
er money orders, allegedly coded 
false money orders, filed for trans- 
mlttal of funds from Western Union, 
and deposited the funds in a bank ac- 
count to cover other phony orders. 


Vana allgedly used money from the 


orders to place bets at Arlington Park 
and other area race tracks. 


After Western Union agents dis- 


covered the alleged thefts, the tele- 
graph company filed a civil suit in 
August, charging Vana and three oth- 
ers "misappropriated" $550,540. Four 
other persons besides Vana were 
named in the suit. Criminal charges 
were not filed against them. 


Palatine Village Mgr. Anton H. Har- 


wig, citing "unprofessional behavior'1 


on the part of village administrators, 
has sent an apology to the village 
board for statements in a Herald sto- 
ry by several village administrators 
who said they are looking for other 
jobs. 


"While not wishing to inject my per- 


sonal convictions on an individual's 
career development, I believe the neu- 
trality of a municipal office must be 
foremost in any department head's or 
administrator's code of ethics," Har- 
wig said in a letter to the board. "The 
account in the article reflects not only 
unprofessional behavior, but an ad- 
vanced stage of ethical decay." 


The article Monday quoted several 


high-level administrators and other 
village employes as saying they be- 
ileve recent actions by the village 
board demonstrated a lack of con- 
fidence in the employes' ability to do 
their jobs.

mly to Harwig's letter and several 
said they felt the action was unneces- 
sary. 


"I think Tony overreacted a bit,"

Trustee Richard W. Fonte, seeking 


reelection on the Republican Party 
ticket, said he felt Harwig's response 
was prompted by 'the village man- 
ager's concern that employes not vio- 
lated a village ordinance prohibiting 
involvement in village elections. 


"TONY IS VERY sensitive about

pect, received a commendation in July 1974 from Mount Prospect 
Police Chief Ralph J. Doney for "alert action" in saving the life of 
j man who had fallen into a plate glass window outside his home 
on Judith Ann Drive. 


tn his underwear one night. Larry ran from his home to the 


man's side, preventing him from bleeding to death by wrapping 
his arm in towels and calling police. 


Larry Stotts placed another call to police Sunday — a call that 


led to his arrest for the stabbing murder of a Mount Prospect 
store clerk. 


LARRY LIKED to help. It made him feel like someone special. 


That's why he stayed around the Mount Prospect police station for 
29 hours Sunday and Monday. He thought he was helping the 
police, his father. Robert Stotts, said. 


But at 4:45 p.m. Monday. Larry Stotts was arrested and charged 


with the stabbing death of Nargis Alvi, 27. wife of the owner of the 
KiG Food Mart. 1760 Algonquin Rd.. Mount Prospect. 


Mrs. Alvi. 395 Hawthorn Ct.. was filling in for an ill dork Sun- 


day when she was stabbed twice in the chest. 


Larry Stotts..who lives two blocks from'the store, will appear at 


1:30 p.m. today for a preliminary hearing in the Mount Prospect 
branch of Cook County Circuit Court.
